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Foreword 

Three  years  ago  I received  a letter  from  Dr.  H.  C.  Newland, 
Supervisor  of  Schools  in  the  Alberta  Department  of  Education,  des- 
cribing a problem  at  some  length  which  he  summarized  as  follows  : 
"Everywhere  our  course  in  Social  Studies  has  now  reached  the  point 
where  some  kind  of  guide  to  the  teachers,  or  bulletin  showing  avail- 
able sources  of  material,  mainly  of  a factual  kind,  which  can  be  used 
by  teachers  and  pupils  alike,  is  necessary".  A short  while  before, 
a letter  from  Dr.  E.  A.  Corbett,  Director  of  the  Canadian  Association 
for  Adult  Education,  had  given  expression  to  a similar  need  in  the 
field  of  adult  education. 

Dr.  H.  M.  Morrison,  who  had  been  an  instructor  in  social  studies 
at  the  Vancouver  Normal  School,  was  then  in  Ottawa  on  a wartime 
assigment,  and  I discussed  the  matter  with  him.  He,  too,  was  con- 
vinced of  the  need,  and  with  some  persuasion  was  willing  to  under- 
take responsibility  for  the  preparation  of  a guide  to  publications  con- 
cerning Canada.  To  meet  incidental  expenses  he  made  application 
to  the  Canadian  Council  for  Educational  Research  for  a grant,  which 
the  Council  made  in  September  1942. 

Dr.  Morrison  proceeded  in  his  spare  time  to  go  systematically 
through  the  annual  editions  of  the  Canadian  Catalogue  of  Books, 
the  bibliographies  in  the  Canadian  Historical  Review,  etc.,  picking 
out  titles  that  should  be  considered  for  inclusion.  Then  came  the 
longer  job  of  locating  the  books,  examining  them  and  recording 
notations  on  index  cards.  The  Departmental  libraries,  and  especially 
the  Library  of  Parliament,  were  helpful  in  this  part  of  the  work.  But 
it  was  a laborious  task,  and  although  I contributed  a few  dozen  entries 
by  way  of  encouragement,  spring  came  before  half  of  the  books  had 
been  examined. 

Meanwhile  Dr.  F.  E.  Whitworth,  a high  school  principal  from 
Saskatchewan  recently  arrived  in  Ottawa,  became  interested.  Toge- 
ther he  and  Dr.  Morrison  completed  the  examination,  selection  and 
annotations,  and  a first  draft  of  the  manuscript  was  typed  in  July  1944. 
Individual  sections  were  then  shown  to  subject  specialists,  including 
several  branch  heads  in  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics,  the  authors 
made  a special  effort  to  obtain  listings  of  new  publications,  and  a 
revised  draft  was  typed  in  1945. 

Dr.  W.  P.  Percival,  Director  of  Protestant  Education  for  Quebec,  was 
good  enough  to  read  the  completed  manuscript,  and  considered  it 
"an  excellent  compilation". 
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It  is  a pity  that  so  many  Canadian  books  go  out  of  print  so 
quickly.  There  are  a good  many  listed  that  can  not  be  bought  except 
by  chance  at  second  hand.  But  there  are  few  that  will  not  be  available 
in  the  better  public  libraries,  and  if  this  Guide  helps  teachers  and 
students  to  form  the  habit  of  using  the  resources  of  their  civic  libraries 
that  will  be  a worthwhile  end  in  itself. 

A feature  of  publishing  in  recent  years  has  been  the  greatly  in- 
creased number  of  pamphlets,  periodicals  and  serials.  They  are 
particularly  valuable  for  topics  of  current  interest,  and  a special 
attempt  has  been  made  to  direct  attention  to  them,  as  well  as  to  films 
and  radio,  in  Section  1. 

The  hope  of  the  Canadian  Council  of  Education  for  Citizenship 
in  publishing  the  Guide  is  that  it  will  prove  a valuable  aid  in  the 
schools,  and  a useful  tool  for  librarians  and  adult  group  leaders,  in 
bringing  about  a better  understanding  and  appreciation  of  Canada 
and  Canadian  problems.

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INTRODUCTION 

The  general  objective  of  this  guide  is  to  promote  social  growth  of 
junior  and  senior  high  school  students  and  their  teachers. 
More  specifically,  the  purpose  is  to  help  teachers  and  students 
in  locating  materials  dealing  with  Canada  and  Canadian  social  condi- 
tions, which  will  give  better  insight  into  social  problems  facing 
Canadians.  The  compilers  hope  that  the  use  of  this  guide  will  help, 
too,  to  develop  in  teachers  and  students  generally  approved  research 
techniques  which  should  operate  throughout  their  careers. 

We  feel  that  there  is  an  imperative  need  in  Canadian  high 
schools  for  such  a guide  as  this.  Requests  have  come  from  teachers, 
administrative  educational  officials  and  authorities  for  a compilation  of 
social  studies  materials,  but  particularly  primary  source  publications 
dealing  with  Canada.  In  response  to  these  requests  and  despite  heavy 
war  duties  in  Ottawa  the  senior  member  hesitantly  undertook  the  task 
and  co-opted  assistance.  We  herewith  present  the  outcome  of  our 
part-time  labours  to  the  teaching  fraternity  with  the  hope  that  despite 
its  sins  of  omission  and  commission,  it  will  be  of  real  assistance. 

The  need  for  compilations  of  pedagogical  aids  has  been  expressed 
often  by  teachers  in  service  while  attending  summer  schools.  Indeed, 
it  is  not  too  much  to  affirm  that  the  majority  of  the  hundreds  of 
teachers  who  register  for  social  studies  classes  each  summer  do  so 
with  the  hope  of  being  better  equipped  with  knowledge  as  to  where 
good  source  and  secondary  materials  may  be  found.  Such  teachers 
reflect  the  true  nature  of  the  social  studies  curriculum.  They  rebel  at 
memorizing  unorganized  and  incomprehensive  details  from  one  or 
two  textbooks,  because  they  realize  comparatively  few  significant 
facts  and  opinions  can  be  collected  within  such  narrow  confines.  They 
realize  that  social  studies  means  "the  study  of  society".  From  this 
elementary  fact,  that  society  is  dynamic  and  continuously  aroimd 
them,  they  become  aware  that  the  Canadian,  as  any  other  society, 
contains  many  aspects  and  conditions  integrated  into  a vast  series 
of  social  webs.  The  teacher  with  this  awareness  is  ever  on  guard 
against  allowing  any  of  the  social  disciplines  or  subjects  to  dominate 
the  situation  or  the  student's  outlook.  He  strives  to  integrate  each 
properly  into  the  picture  so  that  it  helps  to  explain  our  Canadian 
society  and  also  helps  to  provide  an  intelligent  basis  for  attempts 
at  solving  our  social  problems.  He  also  strives  to  guide  his  students 
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into  direct  active  contact  with  comprehensive,  living  appurtenances 
of  their  social  environment.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  this  guide 
will  give  worthwhile  leads  towards  these  great  objectives. 

This  work,  therefore,  is  designed  for  the  use  of  (1)  teachers  in 
service;  (2)  prospective  teachers  in  training ; (3)  students  in  high 

schools ; and  (4)  librarians  and  others  interested  in  the  promotion  of 
the  objectives  already  stated. 

CLASSIFICATION 

As  stated  in  the  preceding  section,  we  have  limited  our  frame 
of  reference  to  Canada ; its  historical  and  geographical  bases ; its 
ethnic  composition ; its  economic,  social  and  political  life ; its  civic 
structure  and  relations  with  the  rest  of  the  world;  and  the  manifold 
societal  problems  facing  it  now  and  in  the  immediate  future.  In  order 
to  organize  these  general  concepts  into  intelligible  and  approved 
form  the  content  organization  of  the  Canada  Year  Book  was  generally 
adopted. 

A few  specific  points  in  regard  to  the  contents  should  be  noted. 
Section  I,  on  sources  of  additional  references  is  patently  important  not 
only  to  supplement  this  guide  Itself,  but  also  to  enable  teachers  and 
students  to  keep  up  to  date  with  the  array  of  pamphlets  and  audio- 
visual aids  appearing  these  days.  There  are  some  good  non-fictional 
books  and  publications  of  a general  nature  which  could  not  be  ade- 
quately placed  under  any  one  of  the  classifications.  As  a result,  it 
was  decided  to  establish  a special  section  of  this  type  of  reading, 
and  thus  Section  II  came  into  existence.  In  considering  historical 
references  a problem  arose  as  to  where  the  line  should  be  drawn 
between  general  Canadian  history  and  purely  provincial  history.  In 
attempting  to  solve  this  problem,  we  realized  that  we  were  treading 
on  an  academic  ground  of  controversy  dear  to  the  hearts  of  Canadian 
historians,  as  it  is  claimed  by  many  that  the  writing  of  Canadian 
history  has  been  unduly  influenced  by  happenings  in  what  is  now 
the  provinces  of  Quebec  and  Ontario.  To  surmount  this  difficulty 
we  arbitrarily  chose  1867  as  the  delineating  date.  Wherever  practical 
and  possible,  all  items  before  that  date,  not  leading  to  great  national 
developments,  are  classified  as  provincial  history,  and  all  after  that 
date,  not  of  purely  provincial  concern,  are  classed  as  general  Cana- 
dian history.  The  users  of  this  guide  will  find  many  inconsistencies 
to  this  rule,  but  we  plead  in  extenuation  that  we  have  striven  our 
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best  to  deal  with  this  difficult  problem.  An  attempt  has  been  made 
by  cross-references  to  make  as  complete  coverage  as  possible.  A 
subject  index  of  the  contents  was  considered,  but  it  was  decided  to 
rely  on  the  table  of  contents  and  an  authors  index.  A section  oh 
historical  novels  or  those  providing  background  for  social  understand- 
ing is  given  at  the  end. 

SELECTION 

In  selecting  references  for  inclusion  in  this  publication  an  earnest 
attempt  was  made  to  give  as  wide  and  useful  coverage  of  the  field 
as  possible.  Even  if  the  time  and  energy  of  the  compilers  permitted, 
space  would  certainly  not  permit  the  making  of  a complete  Canadiana. 
Indeed,  such  a list  might  well  confuse  rather  than  guide  teachers  and 
students.  Hence,  a discreet  selection  had  to  be  made.  However,  we 
emphasize  our  human  fallibility  and  state  strongly  that  omission  of 
any  books  or  publications  is  no  reflection  on  the  authors  concerned, 
nor  does  inclusion  imply  that  in  all  respects  we  endorse  the  author 
or  his  opinions. 

Naturally,  criteria  of  selection,  which  we  tried  to  follow  faithfully, 
were  set  up.  They  are  as  follows  :* 

1.  Coverage : As  wide  as  possible  consistent  with  usability  of  the 
guide  and  with  availability  of  the  references  to  schools.  In  order 
to  accomplish  this  we  attempted,  where  publications  permitted, 
to  cover  each  section  in  the  frame  of  reference.  This  frequently 
necessitated  the  omission  of  some  publications,  which  in  regard  to 
merit  were  better  than  others  included  in  other  sections. 

2.  Opinions:  This  criterion  is  a corollary  of  Number  1.  As  many 
opinions  as  possible  had  to  be  included.  Only  students  who 
know  all  sides  of  a problem  can  make  intelligent  decisions  and 
judgments.  This  is  the  very  essence  of  democracy  and  British 
practice.  It  is  the  man  who  has  but  one  set  of  opinions  who 
follows  the  demagogue  and  thus  endangers  the  structure  of 
the  state. 

3.  Recency : Because  of  the  dynamic  nature  of  our  society  and  the 
advances  of  scientific  research,  emphasis  was  laid  on  the  more 
recent  publications.  Generally,  publications  of  the  past  fifteen 
years  were  regarded  as  suitable  for  consideration.  This  criterion, 
however,  was  modified  by  No.  4. 
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4.  Scholarship : Under  this  criterion  we  listed  authoritative  and 

standard  works  in  all  fields.  Many  such  books  are  as  relevant  as 
if  they  were  hot  off  the  press.  However,  in  considering  such  works, 
great  care  had  to  be  exercised  to  see  that  they  were  not  too 
technical  nor  specialized  to  suit  the  needs  and  time  of  the  teacher 
or  students.  We  had  to  consider  the  law  of  diminishing  returns, 
and  are  willing  to  admit  that  often  other  criteria  outweighed  this 
one  in  regard  to  our  selections. 

5.  Readability : The  holding  power  of  a book  or  publication  is  espe- 
cially important  with  adolescents.  Half  of  the  battle  is  won  when 
student  interest  is  gained.  An  attractive  book  with  interesting 
style,  or  even  a government  document  with  good  charts  and 
illustrations,  will  achieve  much  towards  this  end. 

The  authors  will  be  grateful  to  teachers  for  suggestions  as  to 
publications  which  merit  inclusion  or  publications  which  should  be 
omitted  in  future  reprints  of  the  guide. 

FORM  AND  ANNOTATIONS 

Whenever  possible  latest  editions  were  examined ; list  prices 
ore  generally  given,  although  not  guaranteed.  It  would  be  of  great 
assistance  to  compilers  of  bibliographies  if  publishers  would  adopt  the 
practice  of  many  Government  departments  by  printing  prices  on  the 
covers  of  their  books.  Teachers,  however,  may  obtain  prices  directly 
from  the  publishers;  they  should  be  sure  that  they  are  granted  the 
usual  teachers'  discounts,  which  usually  range  from  15  to  25  per  cent. 

Publications  which  may  well  be  out  of  print  are  also  included  in 
this  guide.  Such  books,  it  is  felt,  are  available  to  teachers  and  schools 
through  the  provincial  and  larger  public  libraries,  which  are  only 
too  pleased  to  be  of  service  to  our  educational  institutions. 

In  recording  references  the  following  rules  were  followed.  In 
order  to  save  space  brevity  was  striven  for.  Publishers'  names  are 
abbreviated.  Addresses  of  the  well-known  publishing  houses  are 
omitted  from  the  annotations  but  are  given  in  a special  section  towards 
the  end  of  the  guide.  Main  titles  are  given,  with  subtitles  added  only 
when  they  elaborate  upon  the  nature  and  contents  of  the  publications. 
The  number  of  pages  in  the  main  body  of  the  publications  is  also  noted. 

In  the  annotations,  the  objective  striven  for  has  been  the  giving 
of  information  rather  than  analysis.  Bearing  in  mind  the  criteria. 
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it  should  be  remembered  that  final  judgment  is  not  being  passed  on 
any  book  or  publication.  Who  are  we  to  sit  as  a high  court  on 
literary  achievement  ? We  endeavour  to  give  an  idea  of  the 
contents  of  each  publication,  and  to  indicate  its  suitability  to  teachers 
and  students  in  their  study  of  the  topic  under  which  we  feel  the  publi- 
cation should  be  listed.  Again,  let  us  repeat  that  inclusion  does 
not  necessarily  indicate  agreement  with  opinions  expressed ; it  means 
that  we  think  teachers  and  students  should  be  acquainted  with  such 
viewpoints. 

HOW  TO  USE  THE  GUIDE 

The  teacher  must  exercise  knowledge  and  discretion  in  using 
this  guide.  The  classification  of  the  guide  will  serve  as  a good 
starting  point,  but  the  teacher  must  have  a good  working  knowledge 
of  his  own  programme  of  studies.  This  programme,  in  modern 
teaching,  is  regarded  as  a general  and  suggestive  guide  to  the 
curriculum,  but  particularly  is  this  true  in  social  studies.  The  guide 
should  assist  in  shaping  the  curriculum  towards  approved  citizen- 
ship objectives.  For  example,  in  developing  certain  units,  students 
may  wish  to  investigate  certain  economic  or  current  social  aspects  of 
a constitutional  and  historical  development.  This  guide,  under  the 
appropriate  section  should  indicate  where  material  may  be  secured 
for  this  purpose.  Sometimes,  the  teacher  will  have  to  use  his  initia- 
tive and  knowledge  of  the  social  picture  to  assist  the  students  to 
select  suitable  references.  The  teacher  who  has  a knowledge  of  the 
names  of  some  of  the  authorities  in  various  fields  will  find  the 
author  index  of  use. 

HOW  TO  MAKE  EFFECTIVE  USE  OF  PUBLICATIONS 

Professor  Edgar  Bruce  Wesley  in  his  Reading  Guide  for  Social 
Studies  Teachers  (cited  in  this  guide)  has  an  excellent  section  on 
pp.  14-16  in  the  introduction  entitled  "Using  Books  Effectively".  We 
could  do  no  better  than  reproduce  this  section  herewith  in  its  entirety. 

"The  finding  of  good  books  is  only  the  first  step ; their  utilization 
is  just  as  important.  Few  teachers  can  afford  the  time  to  read  fully 
and  thoroughly  more  than  a mere  fraction  of  the  books  they  would 
really  like  to  read.  Consequently  any  techniques  of  reading  or 
abstracting  which  enable  the  teacher  to  extend  the  range  of  his 
contacts  should  be  eagerly  utilized.  There  are  a few  royal  roads  to 
reading  which  save  time  and  yet  enable  the  teacher  to  gain  valuable 
information  about  the  books.  A few  of  these  deserve  mention. 
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"1.  Pay  careful  attention  to  the  name  of  the  author.  Try  to  identify 
his  former  publications,  his  major  field,  the  area  of  his  special 
competence,  his  position,  and  any  other  information  which  might 
serve  as  indices  of  the  quality  of  his  work.  The  identification 
of  the  author  will  effect  subsequent  reading.  Under  favorable 
circumstances  the  recognition  of  his  name  will  serve  as  an 
invitation;  otherwise  it  will  serve  as  a warning.  The  child  selects 
books  primarily  on  the  basis  of  their  titles,  paying  no  attention 
to  the  authors ; teachers  will  naturally  use  a more  critical 
approach. 

"2.  Pay  careful  and  critical  attention  to  the  exact  titles  of  books.  It 
is  a discouraging  fact  that  aside  from  textbooks,  a large  percen- 
tage of  books  have,  not  only  inadequate  and  unilluminating, 
but  actually  misleading  titles.  But  the  renaming  of  books  is 
a challenging  and  stimulating  device  for  measuring  the  degree 
of  insight  which  one  has  achieved.  The  reader  who  cannot 
pronounce  upon  the  adequacy,  accuracy,  and  appeal  of  the  titles 
does  not  know  the  book. 

"3.  Build  up  a consciousness  of  publishers.  While  respectable  and 
well-established  publishers  will  occasionally  give  their  imprint 
on  an  unworthy  book,  their  average  in  quality  is  certainly  higher 
than  among  the  ephemeral  publishers  who  enter  all  fields  and 
accept  all  kinds  of  manuscripts.  While  a relatively  unknown 
publisher  may  occasionally  put  out  a good  book  while  a 
well-known  publisher  may  put  out  a poor  one,  the  reverse  in 
each  case  is  more  likely  to  be  true.  A good  publisher  is,  then, 
one  criterion  of  a good  book. 

"4.  Become  date  conscious,  and  unless  the  book  has  been  rather 
thoroughly  revised,  the  significant  date  is  the  year  of  the  original 
i copyright.  Reprint  dates  are  of  almost  no  significance.  In  be- 
; coming  conscious  of  dates  one  should  guard  against  any  undue 
j stress  upon  recency.  An  old  book  on  the  French  Revolution  may 
still  be  the  best  and  one  on  economic  theory  published  in  1900 
j may  still  be  irreplaceable,  but  a book  on  the  social  studies  curri- 
culum printed  in  1934  is  old.  In  other  words,  the  significance  of 
the  date  depends  upon  the  nature  of  the  book.  Other  things  being 
equal,  however,  the  teacher  is  justified  in  preferring  recent  books. 

"5.  Read  the  preface  carefully.  It  usually  states  the  reason  for 
the  writing  of  the  book,  its  outstanding  contribution,  its  major 
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merits,  its  potential  users,  and  the  names  of  the  friends  and 
helpers  who  contributed  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  writing  of 
the  book.  The  preface  is  sometimes  frank  and  it  is  usually  helpful. 
"6.  Examine  the  table  of  contents  critically.  If  it  is  logically  organ- 
ized it  will  indicate  the  parts,  chapters,  and  subdivisions.  The 
reader  can  thus  see  the  entire  organization,  including  proportion, 
scope,  and  emphasis.  If  the  table  of  contents  consists,  however, 
of  a mere  list  of  chapters,  it  will  afford  very  little  help.  This 
defect  is  of  some  value  in  judging  the  book. 

"7.  Utilize  the  index  and  look  up  some  topics,  names,  words,  and 
issues  and  read  the  passages  indicated.  This  exercise  will  afford 
a basis  for  judging  the  adequacy  and  accuracy  of  the  index  and 
it  will  also  help  to  build  up  an  impression  of  the  book  in  those 
areas  of  the  reader's  particular  competence. 

"8.  Examine  the  apparatus  at  the  ends  of  the  chapters.  The  presence 
or  absence  of  word  lists,  questions,  projects,  and  references  will 
enable  the  reader  to  estimate  the  purposes  of  the  author  and  to 
judge  the  pedagogical  efficacy. 

"9.  Read  faithfully  a few  extended  passages.  After  taking  the  eight 
preliminary  steps  indicated,  the  reader  should  patiently  submit 
himself  to  the  author  and  endeavour  to  learn.  After  this  exer- 
cise the  reader  is  in  a position  to  know  how  much  more  of  the 
book  he  can  afford  to  read,  but  if  he  goes  no  further,  he  will  have 
derived  many  ideas  and  will  have  built  up  a reasonably  soimd 
basis  for  judging  the  utility  of  the  book. 

"Naturally  the  successful  application  of  all  these  techniques  de- 
pends upon  the  status  of  one's  information  in  the  field  or  subject  with 
which  the  book  deals,  but  the  techniques  can  be  effectively  cultivated 
if  one  has  at  least  some  training  in  the  subject  or  a willingness  to 
acquire  a reasonable  understanding  in  it.  If  the  process  of  examination 
described  above  leads  to  superficial,  dogmatic,  and  opinionated 
reactions,  the  reader  is  either  not  ready  to  use  the  techniques  or 
else  does  not  understand  their  application." 

HOW  TO  KEEP  UP  TO  DATE 

No  guide  in  itself  can  keep  teachers  and  students  abreast  with 
current  publications.  Because  of  this  we  have  included  the  first 
section  on  additional  bibliographical  aids.  Current  periodicals  and 
publishers'  catalogues  should  be  watched  as  they  are  issued.  Teachers 
should  request  the  leading  publishing  houses  to  place  their  names 
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on  mailing  lists  for  receipt  of  catalogues.  National  education  ma- 
gazines, particularly  The  School  (secondary  school  edition),  and 
School  Progress  should  be  glanced  at.  The  latter  magazine,  which  is 
a quarterly,  is  very  useful  in  this  respect.  Some  of  the  provincial 
teacher  organization  magazines  also  run  book  review  sections.

This  is  the  diary  of  a Welsh  boy  who  died  from  starvation  while  attempting  to 
winter  in  the  Arctic  with  two  companions.  It  is  poorly  edited  but  valuable  as  a 
picture  of  the  Barrens. 

CROUSE,  N.  M.  The  Search  for  the  Northwest  Passage.  New  York,  Columbia 
University  Press.  1934. 

A fascinating  and  detailed  study  of  Arctic  exploration.  Introduces  Sir  John 
Barrow,  Ross,  Perry,  Franklin,  Richardson,  Back,  Rae,  Simpson,  McClure,  McClintoch 
and  others  associated  with  the  Northwest  Passage. 

DAVIES,  R.  A.  Arctic  Eldorado.  Toronto,  Ryerson.  1944.  97  pp.  $1.00. 

"With  Russian  northern  development  as  an  example,  Mr.  Davies  urges  the 
building  up  of  this  area,  and  suggests  a Four-Year  Plan  . . . The  author  believes  that 
Canada,  so  vast  and  so  richly  endowed,  is  the  potential  homeland  of  millions  of 
happy  and  progressive  people." 

DE  PONCINS,  GONTRAN  AND  GALANTIERE,  LEWIS.  Kabloona.  Toronto, 
McClelland  and  Stewart.  1941. 

This  beautifully  written  book  presents  a story  of  life  with  the  Eskimos.  Well 
illustrated  with  unusual  modernistic  pencil  and  colour  sketches  as  well  as  photographs, 
it  gives  a realistic  picture  of  primitive  Eskimo  life. 

FINNIE,  RICHARD.  Canada  Moves  North.  Toronto,  Macmillan.  1942.  227  pp.  $4.00. 

This  is  an  authoritative,  timely  and  popular  account  of  the  Arctic  with  extensive 
enough  scope  to  include  geography,  exploration,  fur  trade,  missions,  administration, 
transportation  and  communications,  minerals,  painting,  tourists,  civilization,  etc.  It  covers 
the  whole  of  the  Northwest  Territories  and  is  written  by  Finnie,  an  explorer  and 
student  of  the  Canadian  Arctic  and  Sub-Arctic  since  1924.  The  book  is  profusely 
illustrated  with  photographs  by  the  author. 

GILBERT,  W.  E.  Arctic  Pilot  : Life  and  Work  on  North  Canadian  Air  Routes  as 
told  to  Kathleen  Shackleton.  Toronto,  Thomas  Nelson  and  Sons.  1940. 

A fascinating  tale  of  the  role  of  the  aeroplane  in  opening  up  the  North.  We 
have  thrilling  flights,  the  MacAlpine  rescue,  the  flight  over  the  North  Magnetic  Pole,  etc. 
as  well  as  the  ordinary  day  to  day  experience  of  a pilot. 

GODSELL,  P.  H.  Arctic  Trader.  The  Account  of  Twenty  Years  with  the  Hudson’s 
Bay  Company.  Toronto,  Macmillan.  1943.  322  pp.  Richly  illustrated. 

Stories  from  the  annals  of  the  silent  company  stocked  with  adventure,  and 
amazing  anecdotes,  mostly  of  today,  but  occasionally  of  former  days.  Tales  of 
Mounties,  Eskimos  and  Indians  simply  crowd  the  book,  supplemented  by  astute  obser- 
vations on  economic  and  social  conditions. 

GRIFFIN,  HAROLD.  Alaska  and  the  Canadian  Northwest,  Our  New  Frontier. 
With  8 pages  of  illustrations  and  two-colour  map  by  Stephen  J.  Yoorhies.  Toronto, 
George  J.  McLeod  Ltd.  1944.  $3.50. 
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This  is  the  story  of  the  opening  up  of  North  America's  last  frontier.  The  author 
has  made  a number  of  trips  into  the  Canadian  Northwest  and  Alaska,  the  most  recent 
in  1943. 

HAIG,  T.  D.  Tracks  in  the  Snow.  Toronto,  Musson  Book  Co.  1939. 

Illustrated  with  extremely  beautiful  and  unusual  photographs.  The  first  half 
of  the  book  deals  with  a year  spent  making  preparations  in  Greenland;  the  latter 
half  with  a year  in  the  most  northerly  section  of  the  Canadian  Arctic  Islands.  The 
style  is  lively,  the  author  rather  human  in  his  presentation. 

HANSON,  E.  P.  Stefansson  : Prophet  of  the  North.  New  York  and  London, 

Harpers  and  Brothers.  1941.  241  pp.  $2.50. 

This  is  the  work  of  an  enthusiast  rather  than  a critic.  Stefansson's  limitations 
as  an  organizer  are  glossed  over  while  his  initiative  is  given  full  credit.  Nevertheless 
the  book  has  merit  and  must  suffice  until  a more  evenly  balanced  one  is  produced. 

KIZER,  B.  H.  The  U .S. -Canadian  Northwest.  Toronto,  Ryerson  (Princeton 
Press).  $1.35. 

The  author  outlines  the  possibilities  of  development  in  the  area  comprising 
Alaska,  Western  Canada  and  the  Northwestern  United  States  with  special  attention 
to  international  aspects  and  its  importance  as  a gateway  to  Asia  and  the  U.S.S.R. 
Completely  illustrated  with  spedally  prepared  maps. 

LAYTHA,  EDGAR.  North  Again  for  Gold.  Toronto,  Stokes,  215-219  Victoria 
S.  360  pp.  Maps.  $3.00. 

In  which  many  myths  of  the  North  are  dissipated  as  the  miraculous  birth  of 
the  "Arctic  Empire"  is  described.  Today  its  nickel,  radium,  platinum,  etc.  are  per- 
forming service  on  the  battle  fronts.  Contains  54  reproductions  from  photos  by 
Herbert  Gehr. 

LE  BOURDAIS,  D.  M.  Northward,  on  the  New  Frontier.  Ottawa,  Graphic  Pub- 
lishers Limited.  1931.  311  pp.  $3.50.  Illustrated. 

While  this  is  mainly  about  Wrangle  Island,  it  gives  a good  account  of  exploration 
in  the  North,  the  country  and  the  Eskimos.  It  is  packed  with  sufficient  adventure  to 
appeal  to  most  any  boy. 

MANNING,  MRS.  T.  H.  Igloo  for  the  Night.  London,  Hodder  and  Stoughton.  1943. 

The  unique  account  of  a woman's  experiences  in  Baffin  Island.  Except  for 
cooking  their  meat  she  and  her  husband  lived  for  two  years  as  did  the  Eskimos 
where  "One  is  always  hungry  and  practically  always  cold". 

MEREDITH,  ELLIOTT.  True  North.  New  York,  Charles  Scribners  Sons.  1933. 

A good  description  of  the  country  and  people  of  Alaska  by  an  American  who 
adopted  the  country  for  his  own.  It  contains  an  apt  account  of  trapping  expeditions. 

MIRSKY,  JEANNETTE.  To  the  North  : The  Story  of  Arctic  Exploration  from  the 
Earliest  Times  to  the  Present.  New  York,  The  Viking  Press.  1934. 

A general  history  of  Canada's  Arctic  lands.  On  the  whole  it  is  on  interesting, 
well-planned  story  which  brings  the  reader  up  to  1934. 

ROBERTSON,  W.  N.  Yukon  Memories  : Sourdough  Tales  of  Chaos  and  Changes 
in  the  Klondike  Vale.  Toronto,  The  Hunter-Rose  Company  Ltd.  1930.  359  pp. 

$2.00. 

This  is  a good  picture  of  the  Yukon  towards  the  end  of  the  last  cenutry.  It  was 
written  from  the  diary,  letters,  news-cuttings  and  letters  of  a prospector  who  struck  gold.

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Contains  sections  on ; Disappearance  of  the  Greenland  Colony ; The  Lost 
Franklin  Expedition;  The  Strange  Facts  of  Thomas  Simpson ; The  Missing  Soviet 
Flyers,  etc.  Maps. 

STEFANSSON,  VILHJALMUR.  My  Life  with  the  Eskimos  (abridged  ed.).  New 
York,  Macmillan.  1937.  First  published  1913.  . 

A first-hand  account  from  the  pen  of  a renowned  explorer. 

SUTTON,  G.  M.  Eskimo  Year  : A Naturalist’s  Adventures  in  the  Far  North.

The  author  spent  the  year  1929-30  in  Southampton  Island  at  the  top  of  Hudson 
Bay  and  came  to  love  and  admire  the  Eskimos.

Through  P.E.I.  on  a bicycle  where  abound  fox  farms,  lobster  fisheries,  luxuriant 
valleys,  birches,  the  sea.  and  historic  anecdotes  with  many  a humorous  twist.  The 
book  is  picturesque,  readable  and  entertaining.  Illustrated  with  photographs. 

HUGHES,  EVERETT.  French  Canada  in  Transition.  Toronto,  W.  J.  Gage  & 
Company.  1944.  227  pp.  $2.50. 

There  is  general  recognition  of  internal  ethnic  and  cultural  diversity  between 
the  two  main  peoples  of  Canada.  While  relations  between  the  two  have  at  several 
times  reached  an  equilibrium,  these  periods  have  been  very  transitory.  It  is  our 
problem,  and  the  more  we  know  of  it,  the  better ! 

JOHNSTON,  H.  S.  The  Thousand  Islands  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  Boston, 
Christopher  Publishing  House.  1937.  142  pp.  $1.50. 

Contains  reminiscences,  historical  anecdotes,  quotations  on  the  St.  Lawrence  and 
descriptions  of  the  scenery.  All  these  are  woven  into  a readable  tale  such  as  the 
St.  Lawrence  might  relate  could  it  speak.  Thirteen  full  pages  of  well-chosen  illus-  ^ 
trations  add  to  the  interest.  The  author  is  a river  captain  who  calls  on  his  memory 
for  much  of  his  material,  but  who  spent  five  years  gathering  data  on  this  paradise 
of  holidoy  seekers  from  Canada  and  the  U.S.A.

Contains  bibliography.  The  author  is  Director  of  Protestant  Education  for  the 
province  of  Quebec.  He  endeavours  to  combine  in  this  descriptive  book  the  history 
of  the  province  with  a wide  knowledge  of  present  conditions.

A significant  book  portraying  the  French  Canadian  as  a citizen  of  Quebec  and 
a Canadian.

BORDEN,  RT.  HON.  SIR  ROBERT.  Canada  in  the  Commonwealth  ; from  Conflict 
to  Co-operation.  Oxford,  Clarendon.  1929.  144  pp. 

This  small  book  is  based  on  the  Rhodes  Memorial  Lectures  delivered  at  Oxford 
in  1928  by  Canada's  First  World  War  prime  minister.  "The  purpose",  wrote  Sir  Robert, 
"was  not  to  attempt  even  an  outline  of  so  vast  a subject  as  the  history  of  Canada, 
but  rather  to  portray  such  leading  features  and  dramatic  incidents  as  might  perhaps 
awaken,  not  only  in  Great  Britain  but  in  my  own  country,  an  interest  in  its  history 
which  is  invested  with  a significance  not  limited  to  this  dominion  nor  even  to  the 
British  Commonwealth." 

The  first  six  chapters  survey  the  history  of  Canada  before  1763.  The  next  four 
chapters  contain  a less  satisfactory  treatment  of  the  period  between  1763  and  1914. 
The  last  four  chapters  cover  the  period  after  1914  whefe  the  author  is  an  authority 
in  his  own  right. 

BRADY,  ALEXANDER.  Canada.  Toronto,  Macmillan.  1932.  374  pp. 

This  book  should  be  used  with  discretion  as  it  contains  a few  minor  errors  of 
fact  particularly  respecting  provincial  constitutional  rights.  It  is  nevertheless  a good 
all-round  survey  of  Canadian  life  and  development.  Political,  economic  and  cultural 
growth  and  problems  are  threated  in  an  objective  manner. 

BROWN,  GEORGE  W.  Building  the  Canadian  Nation.  Toronto,  Dent.  1942. 
478  pp.  $2.25. 

This  is  a general  history  of  Canada,  designed  as  a text  book  for  secondary 
schools.  Its  range  is  "from  Columbus  to  Pearl  Harbour".  Written  by  a leading  Can- 
adian historian  after  diligent  research  by  the  small  group  of  modern  Canadian  historians. 
I.R.W.  in  The  B.  C.  Teacher  writes  that  it  is  "History  that  reads  like  a story;  illustrations 
that  keep  the  pages  turning  ; old  familiar  facts  presented  in  a fresh  new  manner  — a 
real  life  story  of  the  Canadian  people,  this  is  excellent  in  every  respect".  A high  school 
teacher  prepared  reading  references  for  each  chapter  considering  the  interests  of  high 
school  students. 

BROWN,  GEORGE  W.  Readings  in  Canadian  History.  “With  many  fresh  and 
illuminating  illustrations”.  Toronto,  Dent.  1940.  School  edition.  378  pp.  $2.25. 

"Original  sources  from  Canada's  Living  Past.  From  the  Discovery  of  America 
to  British  North  America  at  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century." 

BURT,  A.  L.  The  Romance  of  Canada.  Toronto,  Gage.  1942.  400  pp. 

A general  history,  written  by  a trained  historian.  Emphasis  is  on  constitutional 
development,  although  several  chapters  are  devoted  to  the  culture  and  life  of  the 
people.  It  is  an  improvement  over  the  traditional  type  of  political-constitutional  Can- 
adian history  although  the  author  is  inclined  to  pack  too  much  detail  into  the  book. 

CARNEGIE,  DAVID.  The  History  of  Munitions  Supply  in  Canada,  1914-18. 
Toronto,  Longmans,  Green  and  Co.  1925.  336  pp.  Illustrations. 

This  is  the  story  of  Canada's  worthy  effort  in  supplying  munitions  during  the 
First  World  War.  It  is  a suitable  prelude  to  present  Canadian  Production.  This  volume 
is  semi-official  in  tone  and  authorship  as  Colonel  Carnegie  was  a high  official  with 
the  Imperial  Munitions  Board. 

CHAMBERLAIN,  W.  H.  Canada,  Today  and  Tomorrow. 

See  II  (a)  Books  and  Publications. 

CREIGHTON,  DONALD  G.  Dominion  of  the  North.  Boston,  Houghton  Mifflin 
Company.  1944.  535  pp.  $4.50. 

This  is  a general  interpretative  Canadian  history  written  in  vivid  and  lucid 
prose.  It  passes  from  fur-trading  empire  to  loss  of  control  by  France,  to  a lumber 
and  wheat  empire,  through  other  stages  to  the  rounding  out  of  Canadian  nationhood. 
While  Professor  Creighton  may  have  failed  to  do  the  French  Canadians  justice,  the 
volume  is  otherwise  highly  commendable. 
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CREIGHTON,  DONALD  G.  British  North  America  at  Confederation.  Ottawa, 
King's  I'rinter.  i9'69.  104  pp.  50c.  Kowell-Sirois  Commission. 

An  analysis  oi  th.e  economic,  social  and  iinonciol  conditions  at  the  time  oi 
Confederation  ; an  interpretation  of  the  economic  and  financial  clauses  of  the  B.N.A. 
Act,  and  on  indication  oi  the  state  which  the  Fathers  of  Confederation  planned. 

CROUSE,  NELLIS  M.  In  Quest  of  the  Western  Ocean.  New  York,  William 
Morrow  & Co.  1934.  533  pp.  Illustrated  — maps. 

This  book  traces  the  efforts  of  explorers  to  find  a route  to  the  Western  seas 
with  the  necessary  emphasis  on  the  North-West  Passage. 

GUILLET,  E.  C.  The  Lives  and  Times  of  the  Patriots.  Toronto,  Nelson.  1938. 
304  pp.  $3.75. 

"An  account  of  the  rebellion  in  Upper  Canada,  1837-1838,  and  the  patriot  agit- 
ation in  the  United  States,  1837-1842."  There  ore  seventy-one  illustrations.  This  is 
well-written  history  with  a good  index  and  useful  appendices. 

HOLAND,  H.  R.  Westward  from  V inland;  An  Account  of  Norse  Discoveries 

and  Explorations  in  America,  982-1362.  New  York,  Duell,  Sloan  and  Pearce. 
1940.  354  pp.  $3.00. 

A dramatic  series  of  events  portraying  early  Norse  explorations  to  Vinland 
(America)  with  special  attention  to  possible  documentary  evidence  in  support  of  the 
contentions. 

JEFFERYS,  C.  W.,  assisted  by  T.  W.  McLEAN.  The  Picture  Gallery  of  Canadian 
History.  2 vols.  Toronto,  Ryerson. 

KENTON,  EDNA  (ED.)  The  Jesuit  Relations  and  Allied  Documents  : Travels 

and  Explorations  of  the  Jesuit  Missionaries  in  North  America,  1610-1791.  New 
York,  Albert  & Charles  Boni.  1924.  527  pp. 

Even  a casual  reading  gives  a clear  picture  of  the  life  of  the  missionaries  and 
the  hardships  they  endured  in  their  superhuman  attempt  to  christianize  the  Indians. 

LONG,  M.  H.  A History  of  the  Canadian  People.  Vol  1,  New  France.  Toronto, 
Ryerson.  1942.  376  pp. 

This  history  has  a different  perspective  from  the  usual  Canadian  history.  It  is 
on  attempt  to  show  definite  relationship  of  Canadian  development  to  world  movements 
and  to  geographic  and  economic  backgrounds.  Professor  Long's  work  will,  therefore, 
have  a special  appeal  to  the  teacher  of  the  social  studies. 

LUCAS,  SIR  CHARLES  (EDITOR).  The  Empire  at  War.  Vol.  2.  Toronto,  Oxford. 
1923.  508  pp.  Maps  and  illustrations. 

Vol.  2 of  this  series,  sponsored  by  the  Royal  Colonial  Institute,  is  mainly  about 
Canada.  Sir  Charles  Lucas  himself  wrote  the  chapter  on  "Canada  and  the  War". 
According  to  W.  S.  Wallace,  Canadian  Historical  Review  (March  1924),  this  chapter  is 
"interesting,  accurate  and  well-informed",  but  should  have  been  written  by  some 
Canadian  with  first-hand  knowledge.  Professor  Underhill's  section  on  "Canada's  Forces 
in  the  War"  is  a good  job,  being  restrained,  accurate  and  based  on  documents  from 
the  Public  Archives  of  Canada. 

MCILWAIN,  C.  H.  The  American  Revolution  : A Constitutional  Interpretation. 
New  York,  Macmillan.  1923.  198  pp. 

The  American  Revolution  probably  had  more  of  a direct  influence  on  Canada's 
political  than  on  her  constitutional  development.  Hence  the  above  book  is  classified 
under  political  history.  Professor  Mcllwain  shows  that  the  Thirteen  Colonies  were 
reasonable  in  their  constitutional  demands.  Before  the  publishing  of  this  book  the 
general  conception  was  that  legally  and  constitutionally  Britain  was  correct,  but  that 
she  was  psychologically  and  sociologically  wrong, 

MAHEUX.  .T.  T.  A.  French  Canada  and  Britain.  A New  Interpretation.  (Trans- 
lation ; R.  M.  Saunders).  Toronto,  Ryerson.  1942.  $1.00,  bd.  $1.50. 

This  view  of  the  French-Canadian  situation  should  be  known  to  all  but  espedally 
to  the  inhabitants  of  Quebec. 
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MANNING,  HELEN  TAFT.  British  Colonial  Government  after  the  American 
Revolution,  1792-1920.  New  Haven,  Yale  University.  1933.  568  pp.  $4.00. 

This  treatise  discusses  the  philosophy  behind  the  colonial  policy  and  is  ably 
executed.  It  should  interest  students  of  history,  teachers  and  the  exceptional  high 
school  pupil. 

MORTON,  ARTHUR  S.  A History  of  the  Canadian  West  to  1870-71.  Toronto, 
Nelson.  1939.  987  pp. 

The  standard  and  authoritative  history  of  the  Canadian  west  prior  to  confeder- 
ation with  detailed  index.  This  is  Professor  Morton's  masterpiece.  It  should  be  a 
standard  reference  in  the  school  library. 

NEATBY,  HILDA  MARION.  The  Administration  of  Justice  under  the  Quebec  Act. 
Minneapolis,  University  of  Minnesota.  1937.  383  pp.  $6.00. 

A scholarly  monograph  of  interest  mainly  to  the  historian.  Included  here  for 
the  historically-minded  teacher  rather  than  because  of  pedagogical  necessity. 

PECK,  ANNE  MERRIMAN.  The  Pageant  of  Canadian  History.  Toronto,  Long- 
mans’ Green.  1944.  353  pp.  $4.00. 

In  the  author's  words  this  "has  been  written  for  my  fellow  Americans,  to  pass 
on  my  discovery  of  the  vivid  history  of  our  northern  neighbors  and  my  admiration  for 
them".  It  is  the  story  of  the  opening  up  of  half  a continent ; of  pioneers  ; and  the 
struggling  of  a young  nation  emphasizing  transportation  development  to  present  air 
transport.  Vigour  and  dramatic  effect  compensate  for  minor  errors  and  rosy  hues. 

PICK,  HARRY.  Next  Year  : A Semi-historical  account  of  the  exploits  and 
exploitation  of  the  far-famed  Barr  colonists,  who,  led  by  an  unscrupulous  Church 
of  England  parson,  adventured  deep  into  the  wilderness  of  Canada’s  Great  North- 
West  in  the  early  days  of  the  twentieth  century.  Toronto,  Ryerson.  1928.  254  pp. 

This  tale  of  the  "next  year"  country  is  not  the  book  of  the  West,  which  may  never 
be  written,  but  it  does  picture  much  of  the  far  west  as  the  pioneers  saw  it. 

PRITCHETT,  J.  P.  The  Red  River  Valley,  1811-1849.  (Carnegie  endowment  for 
international  peace.  Division  of  economics  and  history.  Relations  of  Canada  and 
the  United  States.)  New  Haven,  Yale  University.  1942.  295  pp.  Frontispiece, 

maps.  $2.75. 

A saga  of  nearly  one  third  of  the  American-Canadian  boundary  showing  how 
the  area  became  settled  by  the  Red  River  Colony,  etc.,  rivalry  of  the  fur-traders,  etc. 

ROBERTS,  KENNETH  (COMPILER).  March  to  Quebec:  Journals  of  the 

Members  of  Arnold’s  Expedition.  NewYork,  Doubleday,  Doran  and  Co.  1940. 
722  pp. 

An  interesting  compilation  of  journals  relative  to  Arnold's  expeditions  by  the 
author  of  Arundel. 

RYERSON,  S.  B.  The  Birth  of  Canadian  Democracy.  Toronto,  Frances  White. 
1937.  136  pp.  $1.00. 

Written  by  the  great-grandson  of  Egerton  Ryerson.  Gives  the  Communist  point 
of  view  in  interpreting  the  Canadian  rebellions  of  1837.  The  book  is  dedicated  to  the 
Mackenzie-Papineau  battalion  which  fought  in  the  Spanish  Civil  War  a century  later. 

SAGE,  W.  N.  Sir  James  Douglas  and  British  Columbia.  Toronto,  University  of 
Toronto.  (Vol.  6,  University  of  Toronto  Studies,  History  and  Economics).  1930. 
308  pp.  $4.00. 

This  well-authenticated  history  of  British  Columbia  would  appeal  mainly  to  col- 
lege-level students  and  teachers.  It  is  a standard  authority  on  the  gold  colony  of 
British  Columbia. 

SAMUEL,  SIGMUND  (COMPILER).  The  Seven  Years  War  in  Canada,  1756-1763. 
This  is  a volume  of  Records  and  Illustrations  together  with  a Pictorial  Travelogue 
showing  the  stage  of  development  reached  by  America  seventy  years  after  the 
Seven  Years  War.  Toronto,  Ryerson.  1934.  282  pp.  $6.00. 

It  is  a more  interesting  tale  of  the  Seven  Years  War  than  is  usually  found  in 
textbooks. 
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SHORTT,  ADAM  AND  DOUGHTY,  ARTHUR  G.  (GENERAL  EDITORS).  Canada 
and  Its  Provinces  : A History  of  the  Canadian  People  and  Their  Institutions  by 

One  Hundred  Associates.  Toronto,  Glasgow  Brook  and  Co.  1914. 

In  22  volumes  and  index.  Covers  general,  national,  provincial  and  local  history, 
— "the  first  six  sections  cover : New  France,  the  two  Canadas,  United  Canada  and 

the  Doroinion.  The  topics  treated  in  the  five  provincial  sections  are  : pioneer  set- 

tlement, provincial  history  since  Confederation,  provincial  and  municipal  government, 
education  and  resources".

WHITELAW,  W.  M.  The  Maritimes  and  Canada  before  Confederation.  Foreword 
by  Rt.  Hon.  R.  L.  Borden.  Toronto,  Oxford.  1934.  328  pp. 

An  important  narrative  of  problems  and  conditions  in  the  Maritimes  prior  to  Con- 
federation depicting  the  struggle  between  an  incipient  nationalism  and  a rugged  par- 
ticularism. (Should  provide  a good  background  for  students  in  fairly  advanced  history.) 

WOODLEY,  E.  C.  Canada’s  Romantic  Heritage  : The  Story  of  New  France.  To- 

ronto, Dent.  1940.  288  pp.  Illustrated.  |3.Q0. 

This  work  deals  with  the  French  Regime  and  is  authentic.  It  might  have  been 
told  more  dramatically. 

WRONG,  G.  M.  AND  LANGTON,  H.  H.  (EDITORS).  Chronicles  of  Canada. 
Toronto,  Glasgow  Brook  & Co.  1915.  Illustrations,  maps,  biographical  notes. 
32  volumes. 

Although  this  scholarly  set  of  books  is  out  of  print,  occasional  copies  of  it  can 
be  picked  up  at  second  hand  book  stores.  High  school  libraries  might  well  be  on  the 
lookout  for  them. 

WRONG,  G.  M.  The  Rise  and  Fall  of  New  France.  2 vols.  Toronto,  Macmillan. 
1928.  925  pp.  $10.00. 

A scholarly  piece  of  work  which  may,  however,  at  times,  appear  tedious  to  the 
casual  reader  more  due  to  wealth  than  paucity  of  detail.  Would  not  be  recommended 
for  a reader  who  was  not  familiar  with  the  field. 

WRONG,  G.  M.  Canada  and  the  American  Revolution  : The  Disruption  of  the 

First  British  Empire.  Toronto,  Macmillan.  1935.  497  pp.  $5.00. 

This  is  an  attempt  to  understand  the  American  Revolution  from  a consideration 
of  all  of  British  North  America.  The  period  covered  is  from  1763  until  the  coming  of 
the  Loyalists.  The  first  twelve  chapters  deal  with  conditions  and  policies  in  North 
America  and  Britain  prior  to  actual  combat.  Two  chapters  are  devoted  to  the  war, 
while  the  last  eight  chapters  cover  the  immediate  post-war  period  emphasizing  Loyalist 
settlement  and  indemnities. 

WRONG,  G.  M.  The  Canadians.  The  Story  of  a People.  Toronto,  MacmiUan. 
1939.  455  pp.  $2.50. 

Not  intended  as  a text  but  as  a story  for  the  general  reader  by  a writer  well 
fitted  to  narrate  it. 

The  Makers  of  Canada.  London  and  Toronto,  Oxford.  1926. 

A standard  work  published  in  21-  and  12-volume  editions.  It  is  now  out  of 
print  but  is  a valuable  addition  to  any  school  library  when  second-hand  copies  can 
be  procured.  Includes  an  "Encyclopaedia"  or  Dictionary  of  Canadian  History  by  L.  J. 
Burpee. 

The  Cambridge  History  of  the  British  Empire.  V.6.  “Canada  and 

Newfoundland”.  London,  Cambridge . University  Press.  1930.  939  pp. 

The  Cambridge  History  is  a recognized  authoritative  source.  This  volume,  in 
which  the  various  sections  are  written  mainly  by  Canadian  specialists,  would  be  a 
valuable  adjunct  to  any  school  library. 

(b)  PROVINCIAL  AND  LOCAL  HISTORIES 

BURT,  A.  L.  The  Old  Province  of  Quebec.  Toronto,  Ryerson.  1933.  551  pp. 

Illustrations  and  maps.  $6.00. 
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An  authoritative  work  intended  to  present  a fair  picture  of  Quebec  neither  biased 
towards  the  English  nor  French.  It  covers  the  period  from  1760-1791.  Unfortunately 
it  is  somewhat  top  heavy  with  a wealth  of  detail  that  makes  fairly  heavy  reading. 

BREBNER,  J.  B.  The  Neutral  Yankees  of  Nova  Scotia.  New  York,  Columbia 
University  Press.  1937.  388  pp.  Maps.  $4.00. 

An  investigation  by  a recognized  Canadian  scholar  and  historian  to  discover 
why  Nova  Scotia  did  not  join  with  the  Thirteen  Colonies  in  the  American  Revolution, 
despite  the  fact  "that  New  England  was  the  dominant  influence  upon  Nova  Scotia  up 
to  the  eve  of  the  American  Revolution".  Professor  Brebner  reaches  some  interesting 
conclusions,  an  outstanding  one  being  that  Nova  Scotia's  geographical  isolation  forced 
her  to  turn  more  to  London  than  to  New  England.  It  contains  a good  map  showing 
Nova  Scotia  at  the  time  of  the  American  Revolution. 

BULL,  W.  P.  From  Rattlesnake  Hunt  to  Hockey  : The  History  of  Sports  in 

Canada  and  of  the  Sportsmen  of  Peel,  1798  to  1934.  (The  Perkins  Bull  Historical 
Series.)  Toronto,  The  Perkins  Bull  Foundation,  George  J.  McLeod  Ltd.  1934. 
564  pp. 

This  is  the  second  volume  in  Mr.  Perkins  Bull's  history  of  Peel  County.  Although 
full  of  irrelevant  material,  it  is  entertaining  and  contains  many  interesting  anecdotes. 
The  author  states  that  his  history  of  sports  in  Peel  Cormty  reflects  history  of  sports  in 
Canada.  This,  we  doubt. 

CROWELL,  EDWIN.  A History  of  Barrington  Township  and  Vicinity,  Shelburne 
County,  Nova  Scotia,  1604-1870.  Yarmouth,  N.S.  (no  publisher  given).  1923.  603  pp. 

This  is  a local  history,  which  may  be  classed  as  social.  It  is  well  written  with 
local  events  fitted  into  the  general  history  pattern.  The  book  should  be  of  particular 
interest  to  schools  in  the  Maritime  Provinces. 

DE  CASSON,  DOLBIS  (Translation  Ralph  Flenley).  A History  of  Montreal, 
1640-1672.  Toronto,  Dent.  1928.  384  pp. 

This  narrative  was  written  because  the  author  feared  no  one  else  would  write 
of  Montreal.  He  lived  the  last  five  years  portrayed  in  the  tale  in  Montreal,  but  learned 
of  the  first  fifteen  from  those  who  had  been  there  before  him.  Much  of  it  is  written 
as  letters.  The  French  text  and  English  translation  are  printed  on  alternate  pages. 

DOUGHTY,  A.  G.  Quebec  of  Yester-Year.  Toronto,  Nelson.  1932.  198  pp. 

While  there  is  nothing  new  in  this  book  which  covers  the  French  regime,  it  is 
written  in  such  a captivating  and  simple  manner  that  it  is  recommended  to  students, 
and  teachers  who  wish  to  spend  a pleasant  evening  in  "Quebec  of  Yester-Year".  The 
illustrations  are  charming,  many  of  them  coloured. 

FARMER,  SAMUEL.  On  the  Shores  of  Scugog.  2nd  edition,  revised,  enlarged 
and  illustrated.  Port  Perry,  The  Port  Perry  Star.  1934.  256  pp. 

Pioneer  farm  life  in  Upper  Canada,  the  growth  of  the  townships  of  Reach  and 
Scugog  and  the  town  of  Port  Perry  forms  the  story  of  this  book.  It  is  based  on 
primary  sources  such  as  stories  of  early  settlers,  local  newspapers,  old  directories  and 
official  records.  The  origin  of  the  local  institutions,  i.e.,  schools,  churches,  etc.  are 
all  covered. 

GUILLET,  EDWIN  C.  Early  Life  in  Upper  Canada.  Toronto,  Ontario  Publishing 
Co.  1933.  782  pp.  $6.00. 

Provides  a work  of  reference  in  the  field  of  social  and  economic  history.  Should 
interest  pupils  of  today  in  the  pioneers  who  laid  the  foundation  of  our  present  civil- 
ization. Contains  318  illustrations,  including  16  in  coloirr. 

HARVEY,  D.  C.  (COMP.)  Holland’s  Description  of  Cape  Breton  Island  and  Other 
Documents.  (Public  Archives  of  Nova  Scotia,  Publication  No.  2.)  Halifax. 
1935.  168  pp. 

HATHAWAY,  E.  J.  Jesse  Ketchum  — and  His  Times.  Being  a Chronicle  of  the 
Social  Life  and  Public  Affairs  of  the  Capital  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada 
during  its  First  Half  Century.  Toronto,  McClelland  and  Stewart.  357  pp.  $3.50. 

Besides  portraying  the  life  of  Ketchum  it  depicts  the  period  in  which  he  lived 
in  Toronto  and  his  attempts  to  form  a government  in  harmony  with  the  principles  of 
the  British  system.

HOW  AY,  F.  W.  British  Columbia,  the  Making  of  a Province.  Toronto,  Ryerson. 
1928.  289  pp.  $3.00. 

The  history  of  British  Columbia  in  story  form  to  1926  amplified  sufficiently  for 
the  average  reader.  23  illustrations.  Based  on  an  earlier  history  of  British  Columbia 
by  Howay  and  Schofield. 

LAND  ON,  FRED.  Western  Ontario  and  the  American  Frontier.  (Canadian- 
American  Relations  Series.)  Toronto,  Ryerson.  1941.  305  pp.  Maps.  $3.50. 

An  authoritative  study  of  the  influence  of  American  communities,  especially  the 
frontier  social  movement,  on  Western  Ontario,  prior  to  Confederation.  "The  first  chapter 
is  a comparison  of  the  British  and  the  American  systems  of  colonial  government  and 
state  building,  while  later  chapters  deal  with  : early  American  immigration  ; the 

War  of  1812-1814  ; American  immigrants  after  1815  ; schools  and  the  State;  Meth- 
odism and  its  conflicts  ; the  Baptists  and  Presbyterians  ; the  religious  scene  in  the 
1830's  ; social  and  humanitarian  influences  ; the  background  of  the  rebellion  ; the 
western  phase  of  the  rebellion ; the  aftermath  of  the  rebellion ; the  anti-slavery 
crusade  ; the  era  of  the  Civil  War ; reconstruction  after  1837  ; the  organization  of 
labour  ; farms  and  farmers,  neighbours  and  friends." 

LEACOCK,  S.  B.  Montreal,  Seaport  and  City.  New  York,  Doubleday  Doran.  (Sea- 
port Series  No.  7).  1942.  340  pp.  Frontispiece.  Illustrations  $3.50.  (Toronto  $5.00). 
An  interesting  story  of  a metropolis  by  a well-known  Canadian  writer. 

MACKENZIE,  W.  L.  Mackenzie’s  own  Narrative  of  the  Rebellion.  Toronto,  Rous 
and  Mann.  1937.  30  pp. 

An  interesting  document  written  by  Mackenzie  on  Navy  Island  in  the  Niagara 
River.  It  is  edited  by  a comtemporary,  Charles  Fothergill,  who  is  critical  of  both  the 
"Family  Compact"  and  Mackenzie's  course.  The  document  reveals  "the  bitter  rancour 
of  political  life  in  Upper  Canada  one  hundred  years  ago". 

MCWILLIAMS,  MARGARET.  Manitoba  Milestones.  Toronto,  Dent.  1928.  219  pp. 

$2.00. 

This  is  a well  portrayed  picture  of  the  growth  of  Manitoba  from  Radisson  to  the 
Hudson  Bay  Railway.  It  is  illustrated  with  mops,  sketches  and  reproductions  from 
early  photographs. 

PATTERSON,  GEORGE.  Studies  in  Nova  Scotian  History.  Halifax,  the  Imperial 
Publishing  Co.  1940.  125  pp.  Illustrations  of  important  men. 

See  III  (a)  History  — General  Canadian  Histories. 

ROBERTSON,  J.  R.  The  Diary  of  Mrs.  John  Graves  Simcoe,  Wife  of  the  First 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  1792-1796,  with  notes  and  a 
biography.  Toronto,  William  Briggs.  iMl.  440  pp.  $2.50. 

This  should  supplement  the  few  letters  which  depict  the  early  social  life  in 
Niagara,  1792-1796.  Profusely  illustrated,  some  of  the  illustrations  are  from  sketches 
and  paintings  by  Mrs.  Simcoe.  The  text,  however,  is  somewhat  difficult  to  follow 
as  it  is  cut  up  by  notes,  etc. 

SUTHERLAND,  J.  C.  The  Province  of  Quebec.  Toronto,  Nelson.  1934.  246  pp. 
Illustrated. 

Discourses  on  physiography  and  geology  of  Quebec,  the  Ice  Age,  the  Economic 
G^graphy,  Civil  Government,  Geography  and  Human  Culture.  While  being  of  prim- 
ary importance  to  schools  in  Quebec  it  is  worthy  of  study  by  schools  throughout  Canada. 

WARBURTON,  A.  B.  A History  of  Prince  Edward  Island.  St.  John,  Barnes  and 
Co.  1923.  494  pp. 

Deals  with  the  period  from  1534  to  1831,  with  special  sections  devoted  to  the 
churches  and  the  early  chief  justices.  The  author  at  one  time  was  premier  of  Prince 
Edward  Island. 

WATERLOO  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY.  Annual  Reports.  Kitchener,  the  Society. 
Contains  good  articles  on  local  history. 

WILEY,  W.  V.  A History  of  Kitchener,  Ont.  Elmira,  Ont.,  the  author.  1937.  $3.50. 

WOOD,  WILLIAM  ET  AL  (EDITORS).  The  Storied  Province  of  Quebec  : Past 
and  Present.  Toronto,  Dominion  Publishing  Co.  4 volumes.  1931. 


The  organization  of  these  volumes  is  very  poor.  However,  if  one  digs  into  them 
with  care  and  patience  some  useful  and  , interesting  information  may  be  extracted. 

The  general  organization  appears  to  be  as  follows  : the  usual  historical  sketch 
of  Quebec  under  the  two  regimes ; historical  treatments  of  the  local,  regional  and 
metropolitan  areas  ; and  special  topical  chapters  on  such  institutions  and  recreations 
as  banking,  law,  medicine  and  sports.  The  last  two  volumes  contain  biographical 
sketches  of  Quebec's  citizens  ; surprisingly  not  even  listed  alphabetically. 

(d)  AUTOBIOGRAPHIES  AND  BIOGRAPHIES 

BORDEN,  SIR  R.  L.  Robert  Laird  Borden  : His  Memoirs.  Toronto,  Macmillan. 
1938.  2 vols.  542  and  529  pp.  $10.00. 

The  autobiography  of  Canada's  Prime  Minister  during  the  First  World  War.  More 
than  a thousand  pages  of  the  two  volumes  are  related  to  politics  from  1896  to  1920. 
The  volvunes  read  easily  and  throw  light  upon  important  Canadian  developments  of 
the  period. 

BRADY,  ALEXANDER.  D’Arcy  McGee.  Toronto,  Macmillan.  1925.  182  pp.  $1.00. 

In  the  June  1925  issue  of  The  Canadian  Historical  Review,  Professor  W.  R.  M. 
Kennedy  wrote  of  this  book  as  follows  : "It  ought  to  be  read  by  everyone  who  wishes 
to  reconstruct  for  himself  the  atmosphere  and  inspiration  of  the  '60's ; who  can 
appreciate  generous  surrender  to  great  political  ideals,  and  the  creative  emotional 
power  that  is  the  essential  guarantee  of  their  ultimate  fruition". 

BUCHAN,  JOHN.  Memory-Hold-the-Door.  Toronto,  Musson.  1940.  327  pp.  $3.75. 

Experiences  remembered  and  selected.  "A  record  of  impressions  made  by  the 
outside  world  rather  than  the  weaving  of  such  impressions  into  a personal  religion  and 
philosophy'’.  Contains  a good  chapter  on  "My  America".  Illustrated. 

CHAMPLAIN,  SAMUEL  DE.  The  Works  of  Samuel  de  Champlain  in  Six  Volumes. 
Toronto,  Champlain  Society.  1936. 

CHAPPON,  JAMES.  Bliss  Carman  and  the  Literary  Currents  and  Influences  of 
His  Time.  Toronto,  Ryerson.  1930.  $3.00. 

This  is  more  than  an  appreciation  of  Carman.  There  is  also  a wealth  of  phil- 
osophy and  appreciation  of  other  poets,  which  should  be  of  value  to  high  school  seniors. 

CHESNEL,  PAUL.  History  of  the  Cavalier  de  la  Salle,  1643-1687  ; Explorations  in 
the  Valleys  of  the  Ohio,  Illinois  and  Mississippi.  Translated  from  the  French 
hy  Andree  Chesnel  Meany.  New  York,  G.  N.  Putnam’s  Sons.  1932.  232  pp.  Maps. 
A readable  history. 

CUSHING,  HARVEY.  The  Life  of  Sir  William  Osier.  Oxford,  Clarendon  Press.  1925. 
2 vols.  685  and  728  pp. 

Should  be  called  the  letters  of  Sir  William  Osier.  Unless  the  school  has  a gen- 
erous library  fund  its  purchase  is  inadvisable. 

DAFOE,  JOHN  W.  Clifford  Sifton  in  Relation  to  his  Times.  Toronto,  Macmillan. 
1931.  552  pp.  $3.00. 

This  is  the  biography  of  one  eminent  Canadian  by  another  eminent  Canadian. 
Sir  Clifford's  greatest  contribution  was  his  foresight  in  developing  the  prairies  through 
encouraging  immigration.  The  Manitoba  School  Question  of  which  the  author  gives 
an  accurate  and  excellent  account,  gave  Sifton  his  start  in  political  life  . . . After  his 
premature  withdrawal  from  public  life  he  still  exercised  a powerful  influence  upon  Can- 
adian politics. 

ELLIOTT,  SOPHY  L.  The  Women  Pioneers  of  North  America.  Gardenvale,  P.Q., 
Garden  City  Press.  299  pp.  Illustrated. 

A tribute  to  the  women  pioneers  in  Canada.  This  is  the  only  book  that  more 
than  sandwiches  a few  tales  of  women  pioneers  in  between  other  history.  Biography 
of  women  is  as  necessary  as  biography  of  men.  Should  result  in  a better  appreciation 
of  the  French-Canadian  pioneers. 

GLAZEBROOK,  G.  P.  DE  T.  Sir  Charles  Bagot  in  Canada  : A study  of  British 

Colonial  Government.  Toronto,  Oxford  University  Press.  1929.  160  pp. 
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A small  but  well-written  book  which  throws  a good  deal  of  light  on  the  important 
role  played  by  Sir  Charles  Bagot  in  the  winning  of  responsible  government.  It  reveals 
an  interesting  episode  in  Canadian  history  in  which  a governor,  perhaps  inadvertently, 
furthered  the  cause  of  self-government. 

GRENFELL,  W.  T.  Forty  Years  for  Labrador.  Boston,  Houghton  Mifflin  Co. 
1932.-  $4.00. 

This  is  Dr.  Grenfell's  account  of  his  work  among  the  Labrador  fishermen  and 
Eskimos.  It  is  a record  of  adventure,  and  a social  document  of  high  importance.  Dr. 
Grenfell  forsook  a life  of  ease  to  serve  humanity. 

HARVEY,  D.  C.  (EDITOR).  The  Heart  of  Howe  : Selections  from  the  Letters 
and  Speeches  of  Joseph  Howe.  Toronto,  Oxford  University.  1939.  197  pp. 

Contains  a short  biographical  sketch  of  the  great  Nova  Scotia  Tribune.  As  the 
Canadian  Historical  Review  states,  this  book  "should  find  a place  in  every  school 
library". 

HENDERSON,  JOHN.  Great  Men  of  Canada.  Toronto,  Southam  Press.  1928. 
2 vols.  239  and  233  pp.  $2.00. 

Biographies  of  eminent  men  in  Canada  written  for  pupils  in  a clear  and  striking 
way  and  showing  impartial  appreciation. 

JAMESON,  ANNA.  Winter  Studies  and  Summer  Rambles  in  Canada. 

See  V (c)  Geography  — Travel. 

KIPPIS,  ANDREW,  Captain  Cook’s  Voyages  : With  an  account  of  his  life  during 
the  previous  and  intervening  periods.  New  York,  Alfred  A.  Knopf.  1924.  404  pp. 
This  book  was  first  published  in  London  in  1788. 

KIRKCONNELL,  WATSON.  A Canadian  Headmaster.  Toronto,  Clarke,  Irwin. 

A son's  tribute  to  his  father  who  for  half  a century  lived  a life  of  modest  service 
nursing  an  ideal.  It  is  unusually  well  written. 

LEMIEUX,  L.  J.  The  Governors-General  of  Canada,  1608-1931.  London,  Lake  and 
Bell  Ltd.  1931.  325  pp. 

This  is  a very  useful  album  of  biography.  Brief  sketches  with  salient  historical 
facts  are  given  of  all  Governors  General  from  Champlain  to  Lord  Bessborough.  There 
is  a portrait  of  each. 

LONGLEY,  R.  F.  Sir  Francis  Hincks.  Toronto,  University  of  Toronto  Press. 
1944.  $3.15. 

A readable  biography  with  a background  that  shows  the  growth  of  an  enlight- 
ened imperialism  and  the  evolution  of  colonial  responsible  government. 

LUDWIG,  EMIL.  Mackenie  King  : A Portrait  Sketch.  Toronto,  Macmillan. 

1944.  $1.25. 

Ludwig  aims  to  portray  Mackenzie  King  in  the  light  of  history  rather  than  of 
politics.  An  estimate  of  Mr.  King's  character  and  of  his  place  in  the  history  of  our 
time  by  a well-known  and  trained  observer. 

MACDERMOT,  H.  E.  Sir  Thomas  Roddick.  Toronto,  Macmillan.  1938.  160  pp. 

$1.50. 

The  biography  of  a famous  Canadian  surgeon,  who  introduced  Lister's  antiseptic 
methods,  and  influenced  legislation.  Roddick  was  the  "first  Canadian  director  of  med- 
ical services  in  a military  campaign,  i.e.,  the  Riel  uprising,  1885".  To  him  also  Canada 
owes  its  unification  of  medical  registration  and,  as  a result,  the  maintenance  of  medical 
standards  throughout  the  Dominion. 

MACDONALD,  ADRIAN.  Canadian  Portraits.  Toronto,  Ryerson.  1925.  230  pp. 

Suitable  for  student  reading  and  an  introduction  to  Canadian  biography.  The 
following  are  treated  briefly : Wolfe  and  Montcalm ; Sir  Alexander  Mackenzie  ; Sir 

Isaac  Brock;  Thomas  Chandle  Haliburton;  Joseph  Howe ; Dr.  Egerton  Ryerson ; 
Sir  James  Douglas  ; Sir  John  A.  MacDonald ; Lord  Strathcona  ; Father  Lacombe ; 
Dr.  Louis  Honore  Frechette  ; Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier ; Sir  William  Osier ; Paul  Peel  ; 
Archibald  Lampman. 
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MACKENZIE,  ALEXANDER.  Alexander  Mackenzie’s  Voyage  to  the  Pacific  Ocean 
in  1793.  Historical  introduction  and  footnotes  by  Milo  Milton  Quaife.  Chicago, 
Lakeside  Press.  1931.  384  pp. 

MACKENZIE,  C.  W.  Donald  Mackenzie,  “King  of  the  Northwest”.  Los  Angeles, 
I.  Deach.  1937.  210  pp.  $3.00,  de  luxe,  $5.00. 

"The  story  ol  an  international  hero  of  the  Oregon  country  and  the  Red  River 
Settlement  at  Lower  Fort  Garry  (Winnipeg)."  A rather  rambling,  repetitious  and  poorly- 
organized  account.  The  author  is  the  grandson  of  Donald  Mackenzie. 

MACKENZIE,  CATHERINE.  Alexander  Graham  Bell,  the  Man  who  Contracted 
Space.  Boston,  Houghton  MifRin.  1928.  382  pp.  $5.00. 

The  story  of  a man's  life  told  in  terms  of  the  work  he  did  and  the  way  he  did 
it.  This  book  is  inspirational  but  with  the  necessary  word  of  caution.  It  shotild  be 
in  every  Canadian  school  library. 

MACLEAN,  A.  D.  R.  B.  Bennett,  Prime  Minister  of  Canada.  Toronto,  Excelsior 
Publishing  Co.  1935.  112  pp. 

The  author  is  a young  business  man  who  had  served  as  secretary  to  Mr.  Bennett. 
It  is  a campaign  biography,  and  as  a result  quite  eulogistic.  However,  it  does  contain 
facts  about  the  life  of  the  man  who  was  Prime  Minister  during  one  of  Canada's  most 
difficult  economic  periods. 

MCLEAN,  C.  H.  (EDITOR).  Prominent  People  of  New  Brunswick.  Saint  John, 
The  Biographical  Society  of  Canada.  1937.  261  pp.  $10.00. 

As  the  sub-title  states  this  is  "a  brief  historical  and  biographical  reference  to 
New  Brunswickers  of  the  past  and  to  others  of  the  Province  who  have  attained  prom- 
inence elsewhere  ...  in  the  religious,  educational,  political,  professional,  commercial 
and  social  activities  of  the  Province". 

MARTIN,  CHESTER.  Lord  Selkirk’s  Work  in  Canada.  (Oxford  Historical  and 
Literary  Studies.)  Toronto,  Oxford.  1916.  240  pp. 

Every  Canadian  should  be  familiar  with  the  work  of  Selkirk,  his  ideals,  his 
mistakes,  and  the  trials  of  the  settlers.  But  above  all  they  should  have  a picture  of 
colonization  in  the  west. 

MONTGOMERY,  R.  G.  The  White-Headed  Eagle  : John  McLaughlin,  Builder  of  an 
Empire.  New  York,  Macmillan.  1935.  358  pp.  $4.00. 

Here  is  the  story  of  a Canadian  who  virtually  became  king  of  the  Pacific  North- 
west and  died  as  an  American  citizen.  The  book  is  interesting  and  well-written. 
MORTON,  A.  S.  Sir  George  Simpson.  Toronto,  J.  M.  Dent  and  Sons.  1945.  $4.50. 

A stimulating  biography  of  Sir  George  Simpson  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company 
presented  to  make  good  reading. 

MURPHY,  E.  R.  Henry  de  Tonty,  Fur  Trader  of  the  Mississippi.  Baltimore, 
John  Hopkins.  1941.  $2.00. 

Stresses  Tonty 's  connection  with  the  fur  trade  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  which 
supplied  the  purpose  and  continuity  of  his  career  in  America.  Not  a complete  biography. 
Contains  illustrations.  It  is  authenticated  by  ample  references  to  sources. 

NASMITH,  G.  C.  Timothy  Eaton.  Toronto,  McClelland  and  Stewart.  1923. 
312  pp.  $2.00. 

This  is  the  story  of  the  man  who  established  a new  system  of  retail  salesmanship 
and  wholesale  purchasing.  He  started  the  "one  price"  system  and  brought  the  facil- 
ities of  his  growing  urban  store  to  isolated  rural  sections,  where  Eaton's  catalogues 
are  the  standard  of  value.  It  is  an  interesting  book,  and  a standard  biography. 

NEW,  CHESTER  W.  Lord  Durham  — A Biography.  Oxford,  Clarendon.  1929. 
612  pp.  25s. 

Written  for  the  general  reader  as  well  as  the  student  of  history,  this  story  of 
the  Canadian  statesman,  all  of  whose  radical  opinions  but  one,  have  been  fulfilled 
by  history,  should  appeal  to  all  Canadians.  However,  it  is  doubtful  if  many  below 
the  senior  high  school  grades  would  be  attracted  to  begin  it.

POPE,  JOSEPH.  Memoirs  of  the  Right  Honorable  Sir  John  Alexander  MacDonald. 
Toronto,  Oxford.  1930.  816  pp.  $5.00. 

This  is  a long,  though  not  tedious,  account  of  the  world  in  which  MacDonald 
worked  and  earned  his  reputation.  It  makes  interesting  reading,  not  too  difficult  for 
high  school  pupils  although  its  length  would  frighten  some  of  them. 

REID,  EDITH  GETTINGS.  The  Great  Physician,  A Short  Life  of  Sir  William 
Osier.  London,  Oxford.  Toronto,  Oxford.  299  pp.  12/6. 

Dr.  Osier  needs  no  introduction.  This  book  is  of  value  as  biography  and  for 
vocational  guidance  for  those  who  would  follow  in  his  footsteps. 

RIDDELL,  R.  G.  Canadian  Portraits.  C.B.C.  Broadcast.  Toronto,  Oxford, 
1940.  254  pp. 

Brief  sketches  of  20  noted  Canadians  such  as  Paul  Kane  who  painted  the  Indians 
of  the  Western  plains,  Matthew  Begbie,  pioneer  judge  of  the  Pacific  coast.  Dr.  Tossie, 
the  celebrated  schoolmaster  of  Galt,  etc.  Eight  illustrations. 

ROBERTS,  LESLIE,  These  Be  Your  Gods.  Toronto,  Musson.  1929.  320  pp.  $2.50. 

"Here  you  have  a group  of  our  great,  near-great  and  would-be-great,  with  their 
make-up  off."  Illustrated  with  caricatures  by  A.  G.  Racey,  the  book  is  sparkling 
satire,  imorthodox  biography. 

ROGERS,  N.  MCL.  Mackenzie  King.  A revised  and  extended  edition  of  a biogra- 
phical sketch  by  John  Lewis  (published  in  1925).  Toronto,  George  N.  Morang, 
T.  Nelson  & Sons.  1935.  212  pp. 

Mr.  Rogers,  Canada's  first  Minister  of  Defence  in  the  Second  World  War  who 
died  on  duty,  and  one  time  private  secretary  to  Mr.  King,  is  the  author.  As  a result, 
much  material  not  available  elsewhere,  is  to  be  found  in  this  book.  It  is  especially 
good  in  its  treatment  of  Mr.  King's  earlier  career. 

ROY,  J.  A.  Joseph  Howe  : A Study  in  Achievement  and  Frustration.  Toronto, 

Macmillan.  1935.  347  pp. 

This  biography  is  written  for  historians.  It  should  extend  the  teacher's  back- 
ground. Unfortunately  the  author  handicaps  his  style  by  quoting  copiously  from  original 
sources.  Nevertheless  it  is  a good  portrayal  of  Joseph  Howe. 

SAGE,  W.  N.  Sir  James  Douglas  and  British  Columbia.

SCHOFIELD,  MRS.  EMILY  M.  Charles  Develier  Schofield.  Victoria,  B.C., 
Author,  2785  Beach  Ave.

C.D.  Schofield  (perhaps)  will  be  best  remembered  as  undertaking  the  erection 
of  two  cathedrals,  one  in  Fredericton,  the  other  in  Victoria.  A rather  human  document 
which  should  appeal  to  many  adolescents. 

SCOTT,  CANON  F.  G.  The  Great  War  as  I saw  It.  Vancouver,  Clarke  & Stewart. 
1934.  347  pp.  $2.00. 

This  book  is  human ; not  pessimistic  as  one  might  expect,  but  yet  realistic 
enough  to  leave  a clear  picture  of  war  conditions,  1914-18.  However,  the  image  of 
the  author  stands  out  clearest,  and  remains  longest. 

SETON,  E.  T.  Trail  of  an  Artist-Naturalist  : The  Autobiography  of  Ernest 

Thompson  Seton.  With  illustrations  by  the  author.  Toronto,  Saunders.  1940.

From  Scotland  and  England  to  Canada  came  this  naturalist  whose  stories  are 
known  by  every  boy.  His  autobiography  is  entertaining  and  educational. 

SISSONS.  C.  B.  Egerton  Ryerson  ; His  Life  and  Letters.  Vol.  I.  Toronto,  Oxford. 
1937.  601  pp.  $4.00. 

A good  primary  source  for  a study  of  Upper  Canada  and  the  fight  for  res- 
ponsible government  and  other  reforms.  'Diis  volume  is  based  on  two  thousand  letters 
of  Dr.  Ryerson  now  at  Victoria  University,  Toronto.  A second  volume  is  in  press. 
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SKELTON,  MRS.  ISABEL.  The  Life  of  Thomas  D’Arcy  McGee.  Gardenvale, 
Garden  City.  1925.  554  pp.  $4.00. 

This  is  the  standard  biography  of  McGee. 

SMITH,  WILLIAM.  Political  Leaders  of  Upper  Canada.  Toronto,  Nelson.  1931. 
292  pp.  Illustrated. 

This  is  a collection  of  essays  in  which  the  author  passes  his  opinion  on  the 
characters  of  the  following  political  leaders  : Simcoe,  Gourlay,  John  Beverley  Robinson, 
William  Lyon  Mackenzie,  Sir  Francis  Bond  Head,  Bishop  Strachan,  Egerton  Ryerson, 
Sir  George  Arthur  and  Lord  Durham. 

SOMERS,  H.  J.  The  Life  and  Times  of  the  Hon.  and  Rt.  Rev.  Alexander  Macdonald, 
D.D.,  First  Bishop  of  Upper  Canada,  1762-1840.  (The  Catholic  University  of 
of  America,  Studies  in  American  Church  History,  Vol.  XI).  Washington,  The 
Catholic  University  of  America.  1931.  232  pp. 

This  is  a doctoral  thesis,  and  hence  not  for  popular  reading.  Despite  some 
minor  errors  and  a few  controversial  statements  it  is  a "thoroughly  competent  and 
valuable  piece  of  work". 

VESTAL,  STANLEY.  King  of  the  Fur-Traders  : Deeds  and  Deviltry  of  Pierre 
Esprit  Radisson.  Toronto,  Macmillan.  1941.  $3.50. 

A story  of  the  turbulent  and  tempestuous  career  of  a fur-trader  and  explorer, 
unique  in  the  annals  of  Canada. 

WALKER,  J.  H.  A Scotsman  in  Canada.  Toronto,  Nelson.  $1.65.  (reprint). 

Jim  came  from  Scotland  to  Canada  in  1935  having  read  glowing  advertisements 
He  landed,  inexperienced,  in  the  throes  of  the  depression  where  the  only  work  avail- 
able was  hard  physical  labour  which  was  new  to  him.  This  is  not  a cheerful  picture 
but  perhaps  we  should  not  forget  conditions  during  the  depression. 

WALLACE.  W.  S.  The  Dictionary  of  Canadian  Biography.  Toronto,  Macmillan. 
1944.  2 vols.  $20.00. 

Contains  more  than  4000  sketches  of  Canadian  statesmen,  soldiers,  bankers, 
artists,  explorers,  scientists,  etc. 

WILSON,  G.  E.  The  Life  of  Robert  Baldwin.  Toronto,  Ryerson.  1933.  312  pp. 
$2.50.  ■ 

Despite  the  fact  that  this  was  imdertaken  as  a thesis  it  makes  interesting  reading 
which  should  appeal  to  many  students  and  high  school  teachers,  and  should  find  a 
place  in  many  a school  library. 

ZIEGLER,  OLIVE.  W oodsworth  : Social  Pioneer.  Toronto,  Ontario  Publishing 
Co.  1935.  202  pp. 

This  portrays  Mr.  J.  S.  Woodsworth's  career  as  social  pioneer  in  a rapidly  dev- 
eloping industrialized  country.  Here  is  the  story  of  how  he  forsook  the  pulpit  for 
politics,  and  finally  emerged  as  a socialist  party  leader.  Miss  Ziegler,  however,  fails 
to  give  a clear  exposition  of  the  origins  of  the  Cooperative  Commonwealth  Federation.

CREIGHTON,  D.  G.  The  Commercial  Empire  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  1760-1830. 
(Coon  Endowment  for  International  Peace.  The  Relations  of  Canada  and  the 
United  States.)  Toronto,  Ryerson.  1937.  441  pp.  $5.00. 

"An  attempt  to  trace  the  relations  between  the  commercial  system  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  and  the  political  development  of  Canada  during  almost  a century  of  its 
history."  This  is  the  struggle  by  Canadian  merchants  to  win  a territorial  empire  of 
which  the  St.  Lawrence  would  be  the  centre  and  hub.  The  author  is  a professor  of 
history  at  the  University  of  Toronto. 
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CURRIE,  A.  W.  Canadian  Economic  Development.  Toronto,  Nelson.  1942.  386  pp. 

$2.00. 

The  story  of  Canada's  economic  development  with  emphasis  on  underlying 
elements,  trends  and  fundamental  forces.  This  economic  history  inquires  into  the 
activities  of  the  common  man  in  his  daily  work  and  the  factors  which  effect  his 
prosperity. 

GRAHAM,  G.  S.  British  Policy  and  Canada  1774-1791.  A Study  of  18th  Century 
Trade  Policy. 

Deals  in  the  main  with  the  development  of  trade  policy  in  the  new  British 
Empire  after  the  loss  of  the  American  colonies,  a policy  in  which  Canada  became  a 
focus  of  reference  intended  to  replace  the  lost  colonies.  For  teachers  of  history. 

INNIS,  MARY  QUAYLE.  An  Economic  History  of  Canada.  Toronto,  Ryerson. 
363  pp.  $3.50. 

This  second  and  enlarged  edition  of  economic  history  is  written  with  choice 
diction  which  makes  welcome  reading.  Primarily  it  portrays  nineteenth  century  indiv- 
idualism and  the  evolution  of  the  Canadian  political  and  economic  system  of  today. 

INNIS,  H.  A.  & LOWER,  A.R.M.  Select  Documents  in  Canadian  Economic  History 
1783-1885.  Toronto,  University  of  Toronto.  1933.  846  pp. 

While  the  contents  of  this  volume  are  more  pertinent  to  the  study  of  the  econ- 
omic history  of  Canada  there  is  a considerable  percentage  of  it  which  could  be  useful 
in  most  high  school  history  classes. 

INNIS,  H.  A.  Select  Documents  in  Canadian  Economic  History  1497-1783.  Toronto 
University  of  Toronto.  581  pp.  $4.00. 

The  plan  of  this  volume  is  to  present  documents  centering  about  the  fishing 
industry  of  the  Maritime  provinces  and  the  fur  trade  of  New  France.  The  extracts 
are  arranged  according  to  subject  and  chronologically.  Many  of  the  original  doc- 
uments are  in  French. 

MACKINTOSH,  W.  A.  Agricultural  Co-operation  in  Western  Canada.  (Queen’s 
University  Studies.  Vol.  2)  Toronto,  Ryerson.  1924.  173  pp.  $2.00. 

This  is  a well-documented  and  authoritative  story  of  how  the  Grain  Growers' 
Grain  Company  fought  the  Winnipeg  Grain  Exchange,  the  elevator  companies  and 
the  millers  to  obtain  a better  deal  for  the  farmer.  H.  Michell  in  the  Canadian  Historical 
Review  (June  1925)  reproduces  the  following  sentences  written  by  Professor  Mackin- 
tosh. "The  object  of  the  elevator  companies  was  to  give  the  farmer  the  lowest  price 
possible  and  get  the  largest  amount  of  wheat  through  the  elevators.  More  powerful 
than  the  line  elevators,  however,  were  the  exporters  and  millers.  The  large  amount 
of  capital  and  credit  required,  the  difficulties  of  establishing  trade  connections  with 
shipping  interest,  put  limitations  upon  competition  and  the  wheat  business  was  thus 
practically  in  the  hands  of  three  milling  companies  and  five  exporting  firms." 

TUCKER,  G.  N.  The  Canadian  Commercial  Revolution,  1845-1851.  (Yale  Histor- 
ical Publications  studies  No.  9)  New  Haven,  Yale.  1936.  258  pp.  $3.00. 

Scholarly,  based  on  a doctoral  thesis.  Contains  interesting  chapters  on  water- 
ways, commercial  rivalry  between  Montreal  and  New  York,  tariffs,  the  famine  migration 
of  1847  and  the  annexation  movement  of  1849.  The  text  of  the  manifesto  is  in  the 
appendix.  There  is  also  a good  map  of  the 'Province  of  Canada  showing  its  water- 
ways about  1848. 

WALLACE,  W.  S.  (EDITOR).  Documents  Relating  to  the  North  West  Company. 
(Publications  of  the  Champlain  Society,  XXII).  Toronto,  The  Champlain  Society. 
1934.  527  pp. 

This  collection  of  32  documents  deals  with  the  constitutional  history  of  the  North 
West  Company.  Probably  more  valuable  to  the  teacher  than  the  documents  them- 
selves are  Mr.  Wallace's  select  bibliography,  and  especially  his  dictionary  of  Nor' 
Westers.  This  is  an  excellent  service  because  the  Scotch  clansmen,  so  predominant 
in  the  North  West  Company,  may  now  be  easily  distinguished.  There  is  also  a good 
historical  introduction  written  by  the  editor. 

WOOD,  L.  A.  A History  of  Farmers*  Movements  in  Canada.  Toronto,  Ryerson. 
1924.  372  pp.  $2.50.

The  author  traces  the  history  of  the  Grange  movement  from  the  United  States  in 
1872  to  Ontario  and  the  Maritime  Provinces.  This  treatment,  writes  H.  Michell  in 
the  Canadian  Historical  Review  (June  1925)  in  regard  to  the  Grange  in  Canada  is 
"practically  definitive".  The  following  agricultural  movements  are  also  sketched  : the 

Patrons  of  Industry,  the  Farmers'  Association  ; the  Grain  Grower's  movements  in  the 
West,  and  the  United  Farmers  in  Ontario.  Lack  of  source  references  is  a serious 
omission.

Translation  from  Danish. 

Scholarly  foreword  by  Diamond  lenness.  Excellent  and  numerous  photographic 
illustrations.  Sound  chapters  on  the  country,  the  Eskimos  character,  language,  struggle 
for  food,  fighting  the  cold,  the  community,  Eskimo  culture. 

BLACK,  N.  F.  What  About  the  Jews.  Foreword  by  Claris  Edwin  Silcox.  Toronto, 
Canadian  Association  for  Adult  Education.  56  pp. 

Dr.  Black's  varied  experience  fits  him  ably  to  appraise  this  important  minority 
problem  and  his  call  for  national  unity  in  Canada  should  not  fall  on  deafened  ears. 

BOVEY,  WILFRID,  Canadian  — A study  of  the  French  Canadians.  Toronto,  Dent. 
293  pp.  $1.50,  bound  $2.00. 

A description  of  certain  aspects  of  French-Canadian  history  and  life  which  are 
not  well  enough  known  but  are  essential  to  a knowledge  of  the  people.  Such  topics 
as  education,  government,  the  arts,  and  history  are  discussed.  This  book  should  be 
in  every  library,  but  particularly  in  the  provinces  other  than  Quebec,  not  for  its  literary 
excellence,  but  for  the  building  of  attitudes.  Illustrated  fully. 

CANADA,  DOMINION  BUREAU  OF  STATISTICS.  Decennial  Census  of  the 
Population  of  Canada.  Ottawa,  King’s  Printer.  Vols.  I — XIV.  900  pp.  per 
volume.  75c  to  $1.50  per  vol. 

The  results  of  the  decennial  census  of  population  in  Canada  (1921,  1931,  1941) 
and  of  the  quinquennial  census  of  the  Prairie  Provinces  (1926,  1936)  are  published 
in  several  volumes.  Information  is  included  on  the  population  of  cities,  towns,  mun- 
icipalities, etc.,  on  racial  origin,  religion,  birth-place,  immigration,  language,  sex,  age, 
school  attendance,  conjugal  condition,  size  of  families,  earnings,  housing,  unemployment, 
occupations,  industries,  etc. 

Much  of  the  information  appearing  in  the  complete  volumes  is  available  at  an 
earlier  date,  in  small  bulletins.  Requests  for  these  should  be  addressed  to  the  Census 
Branch,  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics. 

CANADA,  DOMINION  BUREAU  OF  STATISTICS.  Vital  Statistics,  Annual  Re- 
port.

Detailed  information  on  births,  deaths  and  marriages  for  all  provinces.  For 
most  high  school  classes  there  may  be  sufficient  information  of  the  kind  in  the  Canada 
Year  Book.  This  volume  would  be  of  particular  interest  for  the  illustrations  it  provides 
to  the  social  studies  classes  in  those  provinces  where  they  are  given  an  introduction  to  the 
statistical  treatment  of  data. 

CARR.  M.  EMILY.  Klee  Wyck.  Toronto,  Oxford.  1941.  155  pp.  $2.50. 

A delightful  book  by  the  artist  Emily  Carr  about  her  childhood  experiences  and 
adventures  among  the  Indians  on  the  British  Columbia  coast. 

COATS,  R.  H.  AND  MACLEAN,  M.C.  The  American-Born  in  Canada.  (Carnegie 
Endowment  for  International  Peace,  the  Relations  of  Canada  and  the  United  States.) 
Toronto,  Ryerson.  1943.  176  pp.  Maps. 

This  book  may  be  regarded  as  a companion  volume  to  Hanson  and  Brebner, 
The  Mingling  of  the  Canadian  and  American  Peoples,  and  Truesdell's  The  Canadian 
Bom  in  the  United  States.  Hanson  and  Brebner  used  the  historical  while  Coats  and 
MacLean  used  the  statistical  approach.  More  than  two-thirds  of  this  book  is  composed 
of  highly  selected  and  valuable  tabulations,  classified  according  to  such  factors  as : 
distribution  by  areas  ; by  age  and  sex  ; by  location,  rural  and  urban  ; conjugal 
condition;  racial  origin,  language,  citizenship;  school  attendance  and  illiteracy; 
religion  ; occupation  and  unemployment. 
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DAVIES,  R.  A.  This  is  Our  Land.  Ukrainian  Canadians  Against  Hitler.  Toronto, 
Progress  Publishing  Co.  1943.  158  pp.  $2.00. 

FORD,  A.  S.  Smoke  from  Their  Fires.  Toronto,  Ryerson.  $3.75. 

Depicts  the  life  history  of  a Kwakiutl  Chief  of  British  Columbia. 

FRASER,  I.  F.  The  Spirit  of  French-Canada  : A Study  of  the  Literature.

All  Canadians  should  be  interested  in  the  culture  of  French-Canadians.  Here 
an  attempt  has  been  made  to  consider  the  whole  field  of  literary  activity  to  show  the 
connection  between  the  literature  and  the  growth  of  a national  spirit  in  French  Canada. 
A knowledge  of  French  is  necessary  for  a full  appreciation  of  this  book.

Discusses  distribution,  assimilation,  migration,  occupation  and  employment  of 
negroes  in  Canada. 

GROSSMAN,  VLADIMIR  (EDITOR).  Canadian  Jewish  Yearbook.  (Latest). 
Montreal,  Canadian  Jewish  Year  Book.  352  pp.  $2.50. 

Contents  — Jewish  calendar;  Jew  population  of  Canada;  Survey  of  Canadian 
Jewish  history ; Jews  in  Far  Northwest  of  Canada  ; Jewish  social  welfare  ; Jewish 
citizens  in  Canada  ; Jewish  contribution  to  Canadian  public  life  ; Is  the  F.C.  a Jew- 
baiter  ?

Bom  in  the  United  States.  The  series  indicates  the  powerful  influences  of  physio- 
graphy and  land  on  the  development  of  these  countries.  To  social  studies  teachers 
who  are  seeking  thorough  understanding  of  historical  movements,  this  volume  is  highly 
recommended. 

HEINONEN,  THE  REV.  ARVI  I.  Finnish  Friends  in  Canada.  Toronto,  United 
Church.  1930.  113  pp.  75c  paper  covered. 

There  are  many  Finnish  people  in  Canada  and  the  story  of  their  history,  arts, 
home  problems  and  such  should  interest  all  Canadians.  This  account  is  written  by  a 
Finnish  emigrant  who  has  adopted  Canada  as  his  home. 

JENNESS,  DIAMOND.  The  Indians  of  Canada.  Ottawa,  King’s  Printer.  (Depart- 
ment of  Mines  — National  Museum  of  Canada.)  1932.  446  pp.  Amply  illustrated. 
$2.50. 

An  authoritative  and  complete  account  of  the  Indians,  their  languages,  econ- 
omic conditions,  dwellings,  travel  and  transportation,  social  and  political  organization,  etc. 
Suitable  for  reference  and  will  be  read  by  pupils  from  the  fifth  year  on.  The  author 
is  Chief  Anthropologist  of  the  National  Museum  of  Canada.  The  book  is  attractively 
printed  and  cloth  bound. 

KUCZZORSKL  ROBERT  R.  Birth  Registrations  and  Birth  Statistics  in  Canada. 
Washington,  The  Brooklyn’s  Institution.  1930.  219  pp.  $3.00. 

Canada  is  the  only  country  in  the  world  with  a continuous  series  of  birth  records 
for  three  centuries.  The  tabulations  show  that  the  birth  rate  per  capita  is  diminishing 
in  Quebec  ; and  in  the  rest  of  Canada  it  is  as  low  as  in  other  Western  civilizations. 
Includes  laws  and  parliamentary  records  to  effect  recording  of  births.

This  compilation  from  the  archives  presents  the  picture  of  the  population  who 
came  first  and  settled,  and  of  many  more  who  later  came  only  with  good  health, 
and  struggled  hard  for  two  generations  to  gain  a firm  foothold  on  the  land.  The 
picture  is  dark  mainly  because  immigrants  were  unwelcome.

While  this  book  is  written  for  new  Canadians  there  is  a good  deal  to  interest 
those  bom  here.

Family.  (Canada,  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics,  Census  Monograph,  No.  7. 
Reprinted  from  Seventh  Census  of  Canada,  1931,  Vol.  XIII.)  Ottawa,  King’s  Printer. 
1938.  228  pp.  35c. 

The  following  topics,  with  supporting  statistical  tables  and  diagrams  are  ably 
developed  ; history  of  the  Canadian  family ; size  of  Canadian  household,  1666-1931  ; 
recurring  large  and  small  decreases  in  household  size  in  Eastern  Canada,  1871-1931  ; 
typical  households  in  Montreal,  Toronto,  Winnipeg  ; lodgers  ; heads  of  private  fam- 
ilies ; occupations  and  earnings  of  family  heads;  farm  households;  and  regional 
differences  in  family  size. 

ROME,  DAVID.  The  First  Two  Years  : A Record  of  the  Jewish  Pioneers  on 

Canada’s  Pacific  Coast,  1858-60.  Montreal,  H.  M.  Carserman.  1942.  120  pp.  $1.25. 

This  is  a rather  complete  record  of  the  first  Jewish  settlers,  their  problems, 
work  and  success  or  failure.  It  is  valuable  in  indicating  something  more  than  the 
wishful  thinking  which  so  often  beclouds  issues  pertaining  to  the  Jews  of  this  or  other 
countries. 

ROSENBERG,  LOUIS.  Canada’s  Jews  : A Social  and  Economic  Study  of  the 

Jews  in  Canada.  Montreal,  Bureau  of  Social  and  Economic  Research,  Canadian 
Jewish  Congress,  2040  Bleury  St.  1939.  418  pp.  $2.50. 

Contains  comparative  world  statistics  on  Jews  ; growth  and  shifting  in  U.S.A., 
Canada,  etc.  ; distribution  in  Canadian  provinces  ; age  and  sex  distribution,  in  fact 
all  pertinent  facts  respecting  the  Jews. 

TAYLOR  GRIFFITH.  Environment.  Race  and  Migration  : Fundamentals  of 

Human  Distribution,  With  Special  Sections  on  Racial  Classifications,  and  Settle- 
ment in  Canada  and  Australia.  Toronto,  University  of  Toronto.  1937.  483  pp.  $3.50. 

This  is  a new  and  enlarged  edition  of  Environment  and  Race,  containing  158 
diagrams,  graphs  and  maps  and  5 halftone  plates  besides  the  comprehensive  text. 
TRUESDELL,  L.  E.  The  Canadian  Born  in  the  United  States.  (Carnegie  Endow- 
ment for  International  Peace,  The  Relations  of  Canada  and  the  United  States.) 
Toronto,  Ryerson.  1943.  263  pp.  Maps  and  tables. 

This  is  the  complementary  volume  to  Coats  and  MacLean,  The  American  Bom 
in  Canada,  written  by  the  Chief  Statistician  for  Population,  United  States  Bureau  of  the 
Census.  Such  factors  as  the  following  are  treated : basic  population  relationships 

between  the  U.S.  and  Canada  ; Canadian  born  by  colour  and  sex  ; Canadian  stock 
in  the  U.S.  ; year  of  immigration  ; citizenship  ; age  ; marital  status  ; illiteracy  ; 
occupational  status ; U.S.  census  statistics  on  population  of  Canadian  birth.  There 
are  valuable  tabulations  and  diagrams.  The  volume  is  excellent,  full  of  information, 
and  well-indexed. 

VAILLANCOURT,  EMILE.  Broad  Side.  Montreal,  Ducharme.  1936.  113  pp.  $1.00. 

Introduction  by  Wilfrid  Bovey.  Essays  on  French-Canadian  loyalty  by  a French 
Canadian  scholar  who  sees  "beyond  the  bounds  of  Quebec".  He  stresses  the  Norman 
origin  of  both  French-Canadians  and  English-Canadians,  and  hence  feels  that  they  are 
of  "the  same  ethnic  origin  but  of  different  cultures,  and  are  nevertheless  inspired  by 
the  same  traditions", 

VLASSIS,  G.  D.  The  Greeks  in  Canada.  Ottawa,  author,  Y.M.C.A.,  127  Metcalfe 

St.  1942.  $2.00. 
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An  appreciation  of  the  Canadians  of  Greek  origin.  This  is  in  the  main  a direc- 
tory of  Greeks  in  Canada,  their  residence  and  contributions  to  Canadian  civilization. 

WAINES,  W.  J.  Prairie  Population  Possibilities.  (A  study  prepared  for  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Dominion-Provincial  Relations.)  Ottawa,  King’s  Printer.  1939.  77  pp. 

Discusses  the  probable  population  which  the  prairie  land  could  support  from 
a consideration  of  fertility  and  extent  of  available  land. 

YOUNG,  C.  H.,  REID,  HELEN  R.  The  Japanese  Canadians.  With  a Second  Part 
on  Oriental  Standards  of  Living.  W.  A.  Carrothers.  Toronto,  University  of  To- 
ronto Press.  1939.  295  pp.  $2.45. 

The  first  part  was  carried  on  under  the  National  Committee  for  Mental  Hygiene. 
Canada  ; and  the  latter  by  the  Canadian  Institute  of  International  Affairs. 

This  book  should  do  much  to  dispel  the  relative  ignorance  of  hearsay  on  the 
Japanese  in  Canada.  It  should  be  read. 

YOUNG,  C.  H.  The  Ukrainian  Canadians  : A Study  in  Assimilation.  (Edited  by 
Helen  R.  Y.  Reid.)  Toronto,  Nelson.  1931.  327  pp.  Illustrated.  $2.50.  (Cana- 

dian National  Committee  for  Mental  Hygiene.) 

This  is  the  study  of  transition  from  one  cultural  group  to  another  by  the  third 
largest  ethnic  group  in  Western  Canada.  This  is  an  imposing  study  in  assimilation 
and  should  be  better  known.

ADAMS,  W.  F.  Ireland  and  Irish  Emigration  to  the  New  World  from  1815  to 
the  Famine.  New  Haven,  Yale  University  Press.  444  pp.  $4.00. 

A weighty,  scholarly  work  well  worth  reading.  However,  it  will  not  be  popular 
except  with  students  or  others  possessing  a particular  interest  in  Ireland. 

ANGUS,  H.  F.,  HOWAY,  F.  W.  AND  SAGE,  W.  N.  British  Columbia  and  the 
United  States  : The  North  Pacific  Slope  from  Fur  Trade  to  Aviation.  Toronto, 
Ryerson  Press  for  the  Carnegie  Endowment  for  International  Peace  : Division  of 

Economics  and  History.  1942.  408  pp.  Maps.  $3.50. 

The  transition  from  earliest  exploration  of  the  British  Columbia  wilderness  to  the 
settlement  of  pioneering  days  is  well  documented  and  supplemented  with  human  in- 
terest. Relations  with  the  United  States  are  clearly  portrayed. 

BERTRAND,  N.  DE.  The  Pioneer  Women  of  Vancouver  Island,  1843-1866. 
Edited  by  John  Hosie.  Victoria,  The  Women’s  Canadian  Club  of  Victoria. 
1928.  312  pp. 

Judge  Howay,  the  dean  of  British  Columbia  historians,  writes  in  the  Canodian 
Historical  Review  (June  1929)  that  "this  is  a fascinating  book",  but  "must  be  read  with 
care"  as  "unfortunately  many  historical  errors  have  found  their  way  into  it".  It  is 
valuable,  however,  in  that  "it  gives  the  real  atmosphere  of  the  pioneer  days".  There 
are  numerous  letters  and  memoirs  of  pioneer  women  in  this  book,  and  there  is  also 
an  account  of  the  "bride  ships"  of  1862  and  1863  which  transported  marriageable  girls. 
The  volume  is  illustrafed. 

BOWMAN,  ISAIAH  (EDITOR).  Limits  of  Land  Settlement.  (Publication  of 
Council  on  Foreign  Relations.)  New  York,  The  Council.  1937.  380  pp.  $3.50. 

Contains  a thoughtful  chapter  on  the  need  for  immigration  in  Canada,  by  Prof- 
essor W.  A.  Macintosh. 

BREBNER,  J.  B.  The  Explorers  of  North  America,  1492-1806.  (Member  of  the 
Pioneer  Series.)  Toronto,  Macmillan.  1933.  $3.50. 

A laudable  attempt  to  consolidate  the  picture  of  North  American  exploration 
from  the  view  point  of  all  Europe.  The  main  topics  consider : why  men  explored, 
where  and  when  they  went,  and  who  promoted  and  supported  the  expeditions. 

BURPEE,  L.  J.  The  Search  for  the  Western  Sea.  Toronto,  The  Macmillan  Co. 
1935.  New  and  Revised  Edition.  2 volumes,  304  and  305  pp.  $10.00. 

This  is  a standard  authority  on  continental  exploration  which  all  teachers  of 
social  studies  should  read  and  have  for  reference  in  their  schools. 
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BURPEE,  L.  J.  The  Discovery  of  Canada.  Toronto,  Macmillan.  1944. 

A dramatic  story  of  the  discovery  of  Canada.  Suitable  for  supplementary  reading. 

CANADA,  DOMINION  BUREAU  OF  STATISTICS.  Canada’s  Tourist  Trade. 
Ottawa,  The  Bureau.  Annual.  25c. 

The  term  "tourist"  is  used  here  to  indicate  any  person  who  leaves  the  country 
where  he  derives  his  income  and  visits  a foreign  country  for  a temporary  period.  It 
deals  with  the  expenditures  of  Canadian  tourists  abroad  as  well  as  those  of  tourists 
from  other  countries  in  Canada. 

CARROTHERS,  W.  A.  Emigration  from  the  British  Isles.  London,  P.  S.  King 
and  Son,  Ltd.,  Orchard  House  Westminster.  1929.  328  pp.  15s. 

An  attempt  to  picture  forces  operating  in  the  British  Isles  which  caused  people 
to  emigrate ; the  emigration  movement  and  its  effects  on  the  development  of  the 
overseas  dominions.  It  should  interest  the  exceptional  student  and  many  teachers. 

CHENG,  TIEN-FANG.  Oriental  Immigration  in  Canada.  Shanghai,  The  Commer- 
cial Press,  Ltd.  306  pp. 

This  is  an  authoritative  and  pioneer  work. 

COLLIER,  W.  R.  AND  WESTRATE,  E.  The  Reign  of  Soapy  Smith.  Garden  City, 
Doubleday.  1935.  $2.50. 

CRAIG,  G.  H.  AND  COKE,  J.  An  Economic  Study  of  Land  Utilization  in  Southern 
Alberta.  (Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture,  Publication  610,  Technical 
Bulletin  16.)  Ottawa,  King’s  Printer.  1938.  79  pp.  Illustrated.  Free. 

In  the  foreword  the  authors  write  : "With  settlement  still  continuing  on  lands 

of  dubious  productivity  it  seems  pertinent  to  ask  the  question  : 'Under  what  conditions 
have  settlements  reached  the  state  of  maturity  and  independence  of  outside  help  ? ' It 
was  as  a partial  answer  to  the  question  that  the  study  was  made.  A thorough  scrutiny 
of  the  settlement  progress  and  various  indexes  of  success  will  be  tested  and  evaluated 
as  criteria  upon  which  future  land  use  and  settlement  policy  may  be  based." 

DAFOE,  JOHN  W.  Clifford  Sifton  in  Relation  to  his  Times.

DAWSON,  C.  A.  AND  MURCHIE,  R.  W.  The  Settlement  of  the  Peace  River 
Country;  a Study  of  a Pioneer  Area.  (Canadian  Frontier  of  Settlement  Vol.  6.) 
Toronto,  Macmillan.  1934.  832  pp.  Fully  illustrated.  $2.50. 

In  many  respects  the  history  of  the  Peace  River  recapitulates  the  history  of  the 
grassland  settlement.  There  the  lives,  hopes  and  accomplishments  of  the  Peace  River 
settlers  are  carefully  compiled  and  edited. 

DAWSON,  C.  A.  AND  YOUNG,  EVA  R.  Pioneering  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  : the 
Social  Side  of  the  Settlement  Process.  (Vol.  8 Canadian  Frontiers  of  Settlement.) 
Toronto,  Macmillan.  1938.  $4.50. 

The  thesis  here  is  that  in  the  process  of  time  the  population  of  a frontier  region 
responds  to  the  difficulties  it  encounters,  and  evolves  a character  of  its  own,  and  with 
it  appropriate  social  institutions. 

DAWSON,  C.  A.  Group  Settlement  : Ethnic  Communities  in  Western  Canada. 
(Canadian  Frontiers  of  Settlement,  Vol.  7)  Toronto,  Macmillan.  1936.  395  pp.  $4.50. 

A scholarly  and  authoritative  study  of  the  races  which  have  formed  "cultural 
islands"  in  western  Canada.  This  study  traces  their  origins  of  settlement,  their  social 
patterns,  and  their  status  today.  The  groups  included  are  the  Doukhobors,  the  Men- 
nonites,  the  Mormons  and  the  German  Catholics. 

ENGLAND,  ROBERT.  The  Colonization  of  Western  Canada,  1896-1934.  London, 
King.  1936.  341  pp.  Maps,  drawings.  15s. 

"A  study  of  contemporary  land  settlement"  in  the  Canadian  Prairies  written  by 
a scholar  who  worked  and  taught  in  the  West.  The  first  section  of  the  book  is  devoted 
to  an  historical  account  of  land  settlement  policies  divided  into  three  phases,  1870-1896  ; 
1896-1914  ; and  1914-1934.  The  remaining  half  of  the  book  is  a sociological  treatment 
of  racial  groups  and  communities.  There  are  also  informative  appendices  and  a 
bibliography. 
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ENGLAND,  ROBERT.  The  Central  European  Immigrant  in  Canada.  Toronto, 
Macmillan.  1929.  238  pp.  $2.50. 

Robert  England  reviews  the  problem  of  assimilation  of  new  Canadians  as  viewed 
by  those  teachers  selected  for  Masonic  Scholarships  in  Saskatchewan,  1922-23.  This 
book  should  be  read  by  all  teachers,  not  only  those  who  will  teach  in  the  new  Can- 
adian districts. 

GIBBON,  J.  M.  Canadian  Mosaic  : The  Making  of  a Northern  Nation.  Toronto, 
McClelland  and  Stewart.  1938.  455  pp.  $3.50. 

This  treats  of  the  history  and  social  customs  of  the  various  European  races  which 
are  contributing  towards  the  making  of  a Canadian  type.  Figures  representing  num- 
ber and  location  are  given.  Emphasis  is  on  their  folkways.  It  makes  an  attractive 
book  with  many  illustrations,  some  coloured. 

GILROY,  MARION  (COMPILER).  Loyalists  and  Land  Settlement  in  Nova  Scotia, 
etc.  ‘ (Nova  Scotia  Public  Archives,  Publication  4.)  Halifax,  The  Archives. 
1937.  154  pp.  $1.50. 

GUILLET,  EDWIN  AND  MARY.  The  Pathfinders  of  North  America.  Toronto, 
Macmillan.  1939.  304  pp. 

HARVEY,  D.  C.  The  Colonization  of  Canada.  Toronto,  Clarke  Irwin.  1936. 
154  pp.  $1.25. 

A series  of  radio  lectures  delivered  over  the  national  network.  Provides  a 
good  bird's  eye  view  of  this  topic  by  a scholar  who  knows  his  subject.  Recommended 
to  the  busy  teacher  who  wishes  a short  and  accurate  general  introduction.  Covers 
the  entire  subject  from  the  early  fisheries  to  1931  for  every  section  of  Canada. 

HEDGES,  J.  B.  The  Federal  Railway  Land  Subsidy  Policy  of  Canada.  Cambridge, 
Harvard  University  Press.  1934.  151  pp.  $1.25. 

While  the  chief  emphasis  is  upon  the  economic  aspects  of  land  subsidies,  the 
political  phase  has  not  been  neglected.  There  are  two  separate  phases  to  the  subject : 
the  practices  employed  in  granting  land  to  the  railways,  and  the  final  disposition  of 
the  land.  This  book  deals  mainly  with  the  former  although  the  latter  is  treated  lightly. 

KIRCKCONNELL,  WATSON.  Canada,  Europe  and  Hitler.  Toronto,  Oxford 
University  Press.  1939.  213  pp. 

This  is  a study  of  the  racial  elements  of  Canada's  population  thrown  against 
their  European  origins.  The  first  half  of  the  book  is  devoted  to  European  international 
politics  in  relation  to  the  threat  of  German  Nazi  ambitions.  The  latter  half  of  the  book 
is  a study  of  how  policies  and  ambitions  are  reflected  among  the  corresponding  races 
in  Canada.  Relations  between  Anglo-Saxon  and  French  elements  are  treated. 

KNOWLES,  MRS.  LILLIAN  C.  A.  AND  KNOWLES,  C.  M.  The  Economic  Develop- 
ment of  the  British  Overseas  Empire.  Vol.  II.  Comparative  View  of  Dominion 
Problems  : Canada.  London,  George  Routledge  & Sons.  1930.  616  pp.  12s  6d. 

Comprises  : (D  A comparative  treatment  of  Dominion  problems  and  (II)  Economic 
development  of  Canada. 

MACDONALD,  NORMAN.  Canada  1763-1841  : Immigration  and  Settlement.  The 
Administration  of  the  Imperial  Land  Regulations  (with  a folding  map.)  Toronto, 
Longmans  Green  and  Co.  1939. 

Discussion  of  the  disposal  of  the  waste  lands  of  Canada,  1763-1841,  "to  show 
how  the  administration  of  the  land  regulations  in  the  Maritime  Colonies  and  the  Can- 
adas determined  not  only  the  direction  and  extent  of  settlement,  but  also  the  social  and 
economic  development  of  Canada,  and  to  a large  extent  conditioned  the  political  and 
constitutional  struggles  of  the  period. 

MACKINTOSH,  W.  A.  Prairie  Settlement  ; the  Geographic  Setting.  (Canadian 
Frontiers  of  Settlement,  Vol.  1.)  Toronto,  Macmillan.  1934.  242  pp.  $4.00. 

Every  country  with  large  potentiality  for  settlement  has  a wide  range  of  inter- 
related problems  to  be  explored,  and  guiding  principles  are  not  easily  found.  A scien- 
tific study  of  the  land  question  is  attempted  indicating  limiting  factors  and  probable 
limits  of  settlement. 
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MORTON,  A.  S.  AND  MARTIN,  CHESTER.  History  of  Prairie  Settlement  : ‘*Do- 
minion  Lands”  Policy.  (Canadian  Frontiers  of  Settlement,  Vol.  II.  ) Toronto, 
Macmiilan.  1938.  571  pp.  Maps  and  graphs.  $4.50. 

The  authors  are  leading  Canadian  historians.  "Prairie  Settlement"  was  written 
by  Professor  Morton  and  ' "Dominion  Lands"  Policy'  by  Professor  Martin.  The  book 
requires  intense  reading,  but  is  a mine  of  information,  the  result  of  meticulous  scholar- 
ship. It  is  well  indexed,  and  has  many  useful  tabulafons.  The  monographs  are, 
however,  intensely  factual,  and  therefore  cannot  be  reed  at  one  sitting. 

PICK,  HARRY.  Next  Year  : A semi-historical  account  of  the  exploits  and  exploi- 
tations of  the  far-famed  Barr  colonists,  who,  led  by  an  uhs:rupu^ous  Church  of 
England  parson,  adventured  deep  into  the  wilderness  of  Canada’s  great  northwest 
in  the  early  days  of  the  twentieth  century.

REYNOLDS,  L.  G.  The  British  Immigrant  : His  Social  and  Economic  Adjustment 
in  Canada.  (McGill  Social  Research  Series,  No,  2.)  Toronto,  Oxford  University 
Press.  1935.  364  pp.  $3.50. 

Part  I treats  of  the  nature  of  British  migration,  its  character  and  causes,  location 
of  settlement  and  the  pull  of  the  United  States.  Part  II  is  devoted  to  a study  of  the 
"occupational  and  residential  segregation  of  British  immigrants  in  Montreal".  Part  III 
treats  the  "adjustment  experience"  of  the  immigrant  especially  those  of  the  artisan, 
labourer,  domestic,  and  clerical  classes.  Parts  IV  and  V deal  with  the  maladjusted 
immigrant  and  give  the  author's  general  conclusions.  There  are  numerous  good  maps 
and  diagrams. 

SEYMOUR,  FLORA  WARREN.  La  Salle,  Explorer  of  Our  Midland  Empire.  To- 
ronto, Ryerson.  1939.  236  pp.  $2.25. 

A story  of  one  of  North  America's  greatest  explorers ; a strong,  silent  man 
whose  courage  and  endurance  win  admiration.  This  book  appeals  to  youth  and  adult. 

SHORE,  MARINE  AND  OB  LINGER,  M.  M.  Knights  of  the  Wilderness.  The  Story 
of  Alexander  Mackenzie.  Toronto,  McClelland  and  Stewart.  1943,  253  pp. 

The  opening  of  the  Alaskan  Highway  centers  interest  on  the  territory  by  Mack- 
enzie who  travelled  much  of  it  by  canoe.  The  style  is  suitable  for  older  children. 

TRAILL,  CATHERINE  PARR.  The  Backwoods  of  Canada.  Toronto,  McClelland 
and  Stewart.  1929.  377  pp.  $3.00. 

The  letters  of  the  wife  of  an  Emigrant  Officer,  illustrative  of  the  domestic  economy 
of  British  America.  These  give  an  intimate,  faithful  and  informative  picture  of  life  in 
the  clearings  of  Upper  Canada  1832-33.  Illustrated  with  20  sketches  and  pictures. 

WADE,  M.  S.  The  Overlanders  of  ’62.  C.B.C.  Provincial  Archives,  Monograph  9. 
Victoria,  King’s  Printer.  1931.  174  pp.  $4.00. 

The  overlanders  journeyed  from  Eastern  Canada  to  British  Columbia  in  1862, 
journeying  via  Fort  George  and  Fort  Edmonton.  This  is  a faithful,  authentic  record 
of  that  journey.

Report,  Canadian  Royal  Commission  to  Inquire  into 
Railways  and  Transportation  in  Canada,  1931-32.  Ottawa,  King’s  Printer.  1932. 
115  pp.  75c. 

Discusses  transportation  in  Canada,  capital  expenditures,  field  of  railway  oper- 
ation, contributory  causes  of  the  railway  problem,  proposals  and  remedies  and  contains 
maps,  diagrams  and  graphs. 

FOURNIER,  L.  T.  Railway  Nationalization  in  Canada  : The  Problem  of  the 

Canadian  National  Railways.  (Publications  of  the  International  Finance  Section 
of  the  Department  of  Economics  and  Social  Institutions  in  Princeton  University, 
Walker  Foundation.)  Toronto,  Macmillan  Company.  1935.  358  pp. 

This  is  an  economic  commentary  upon  Canada's  railway  problem.  It  was  written 
with  full  consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Royal  Commission  in  1931-32  (the  Duff 
Report).  It  is  the  case  for  the  unified  operation  of  the  Canadian  Railways.  Professor 
Fournier  reviews  the  entire  problem  from  its  beginnings.  There  is  over  development 
of  railways  east  of  Winnipeg,  and  in  British  Columbia.  The  author  does  not  take  into 
consideration  that  the  Canadian  railways  are  used  as  alleviations  of  inequities  to  be 
found  in  such  a federal  system  as  Canada  is.  In  short,  the  railway-  problem  has 
financial  and  political  aspects  as  well  as  economic. 
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GIBB,  SIR  WILLIAM.  National  Ports  Survey,  1931-32.  Ottawa,  King’s  Printer. 
1932.  180  pp.  $1.00. 

Part  I.  Administration  and  General  Policy.  Discusses  the  transportation  system, 
port  administration,  routing  of  grain,  etc.  Part  II.  Reports  of  specific  ports,  general 
description,  operating  cost,  etc. 

GIBBON,  J.  M.  Steel  of  Empire  : The  Romantic  History  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
the  Northwest  Passage  of  Today.  Toronto,  McClelland.  $5.00. 

A colorful  account  of  the  opening  up  of  the  West  and  the  building  of  Canada's 
great  railway,  woven  into  an  account  of  the  search  for  the  Northwest  Passage,  the 
attraction  of  trade  with  China,  revelling  in  the  explorations  of  the  fur  trade,  and  finally 
the  coming  of  the  C.P.R.  The  book  is  ably  illustrated.  The  author  was  until  1944  a 
senior  employee  of  the  C.P.R. 

GLAZEBROOK,  G.  P.  DE  T.  History  of  Transportation  in  Canada.  (Carnegie 
Endowment  for  International  Peace.  Relations  of  Canada  and  the  United  States.) 
Toronto,  Ryerson.  1938.  475  pp.  Maps. 

Outlines  the  obstacles  surmounted  in  bringing  together  by  rail  the  far  flung 
provinces  of  Canada,  and  shows  how  this  economic  union  made  possible  the  federal 
union.  Covers  all  types  of  transportation  from  the  French  regime  to  the  present  day. 
The  thesis  of  Part  I is  that  the  development  of  early  railways  was  "continental  strat- 
egy". Part  II  deals  mainly  with  railways  but  gives  two  chapters  to  modern  waterways, 
electrical,  motor  and  air  transport.  It  is  a scholarly  piece  of  work,  comprehensive  and 
authoritative. 

GUILLET,  E.  C.  The  Great  Migration.  Toronto,  Nelson.  1937.  284  pp.  $4.00. 

"A  description,  supported  by  historical  documentation,  of  emigration  from  Great 
Britain  to  North  America  on  the  sailing  ship.  The  author  is  a trained  historian.  There 
is  ample  colour,  and  many  good  illustrations. 

HEDGES,  J.  B.  Building  the  Canadian  West.  (The  land  and  colonizing  policies 
on  the  Canadian  Pacific  railway.)  Toronto,  Macmillan.  1939.  422  pp.  Maps.  $4.50. 

INNIS,  H.  A.  Problems  of  Staple  Production  in  Canada.  Toronto,  Ryerson.  1933. 
124  pp.  Illustrations.  $2.50. 

A collection  of  articles  dealing  with  transportation,  telephone  systems,  the  Ontario 
Hydro  Electric  Commission,  government,  ownership,  and  related  subjects  in  their  hearing 
on  the  Canadian  economy.  Possible  solutions  for  certain  problems  are  suggested. 

INNIS,  H.  A.  A History  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway.  Toronto,  McClelland 
and  Stewart.  1923.  365  pp. 

Despite  its  date  of  publication  this  book  is  still  a standard  authority,  ft  is  schol- 
arly and  fair.  Based  upon  economic  facts,  it  does  not  fall  into  romanticism.  There  are 
numerous  useful  tabulations,  and  a good  bibliography. 

IRELAND,  TOM.  The  Great  Lakes-St.  Lawrence  Deep  Waterway  to  the  Sea.  New 
York,  Putnam’s  Sons.  1934.  223  pp.  Illustrations. 

This  is  an  important  topic  which  vitally  concerns  two  countries.  The  author 
discusses  its  values,  place  in  trade  and  commerce,  sectional  objections  to  it,  relation  to 
hydro  development,  probable  cost,  etc, 

MACBETH,  R.  G.  The  Romance  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway.  Toronto,  Ryer- 
son Press.  1924.  263  pp.  $2.50. 

This  is  a readable  book  which  follows  the  techniques  developed  by  the  author  in 
his  preceding  "romances".  There  is  little  historical  insight;  nevertheless  it  is  good 
recreational  reading.  There  is  no  index. 

MCNAUGHT,  CARLTON.  Canada  Gets  the  Netvs.  (A  Report  in  the  International 
Research  Series  of  the  Institute  of  Pacific  Relations.)  Toronto,  Ryerson,  1940. 
271  pp.  $3.50. 

A volume  sponsored  by  the  Canadian  Institute  of  International  Affairs,  primarily 
concerned  with  foreign  news  as  it  is  gathered  and  published  in  Canada,  but  also  con- 
taining much  general  information  about  Canadian  newspaper  work.  Answers  such 
questions  as  : How  and  where  do  we  get  our  news  ? Who  writes  it  ? Who  edits  it  ? 
Who  owns  the  newspapers  ? 
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MINEFEE,  F.  N.  The  St.  Lawrence  Seaway.  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  Edwards 
Brothers.  1940.  325  pp.  12.50. 

The  project  of  deepening  the  channel  is  treated  as  an  interesting  adventure  in 
human  achievement  rather  than  a plea  for  public  ownership  of  power.  The  approach 
is  non-technical,  although  accuracy  is  striven  for.  (Suitable  for  students  of  engineering 
and  economics.) 

ONTARIO,  ROYAL  COMMISSION  ON  TRANSPORTATION,  1938.  Report. 
Toronto,  King’s  Printer.  1939.  293  pp,  $1.00. 

This  is  the  report  of  an  inquiry  into  "the  business  and  operation  of  transporting 
freight  by  motor  vehicles  . . . and  passengers  by  motor  vehicles  for  gain  . . . and  the 
relation  thereto  of  all  competing  forms  of  transport".  Besides  recommendations  this  report 
discusses  "the  development  of  the  highway  system,  working  conditions,  licensing  and 
taxation,  operating  costs,  rates  and  fares  compared  with  rail  and  steamship,  cost  of 
construction,  maintenance  and  administration  of  highways".  Good  historical  and  econ- 
omic tabulations  elaborate  upon  these  topics. 

ROWNTREE,  G.  M.,  HEMMEON,  J.  C.  AND  MARSH,  L.  C.  The  Railway  Worker. 
(McGill  Social  Research  Series.)  Toronto,  Oxlord  University  Press.  364  pp. 
Charts  and  tables. 

To  deal  With  employment  among  Canadian  railway  workers,  first,  a picture  of  the 
railway  working  force  is  given.  Attention  is  directed  to  the  varying  types  of  unem- 
poyment  or  partial  employment,  seniority,  technological  unemployment,  amalgam- 
ation, etc.  Validated  with  ample  statistics. 

SANDWELL,  A.  H.  Planes  Over  Canada.  Toronto,  Thomas  Nelson  & Sons.  1938. 
118  pp.  75c. 

Traces  the  story  of  air  transportation  in  Canada  from  McCurdy's  flight  in  Cape 
Breton  in  1909  until  the  present.  McCurdy  was  "the  first  British  subject  to  make  a 
successful  flight  within  the  British  Empire"  according  to  the  author.  Exploits  of  Can- 
adian aviators  in  the  First  World  War ; pioneer  commercial  flying  in  Canada  ; types 
of  planes  in  use  up  to  1938  ; the  use  of  planes  by  prospectors  and  the  R.C.M.P., 
and  map  making  from  the  air  are  some  of  the  topics  which  are  touched  upon  in  this 
book.  The  writing  is  fluent.  There  are  some  photographic  illustrations,  but  no  index. 

SECRET  AN,  J.  H.  E.  Canada’s  Great  Highway  from  the  First  Stake  to  the  Last 
Spike.  Toronto,  Longman’s,  Green  and  Co.  1924.  252  pp.  $2.50. 

"...  a true  narrative  of  my  own  personal  adventures  as  an  engineer."  Here 
is  the  story  of  one  of  the  engineers  engaged  in  the  construction  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway,  Secretan's  work  was  mostly  in  British  Columbia  ; from  Fort  George  to  TetC' 
laune  Cache ; on  a line  from  the  head  of  Bute  Inlet ; at  Gardners  Inlet ; and  front 
the  North  Thompson  to  Kamloops. 

SMITH,  WILLIAM,  The  History  of  the  Post  Office  in  British  North  America^ 
1636-1870.  Cambridge  University.  1920.  356  pp. 

STEPHENSON,  H.  E.  AND  MCNAUGHT,  C.  The  Story  of  Advertising  in  Canada: 
A Chronicle  of  Fifty  Years.

SWANSON,  W.  W.  Rail,  Road  and  River.  Toronto,  Macmillan.  1937.  121  pp,  $1.50. 

A study  of  rail,  highway,  and  water  transportation  problems  of  Canada  in  the 
light  of  historical  development.  The  author  is  professor  of  economics  in  the  University 
of  Saskatchewan.  He  appears  to  agree  with  the  late  Sir  Edward  Beatty's  solution  to 
the  railway  problem.  Simplicity  of  style  makes  for  easy  reading. 

TALLAMY,  B.  D.  AND  SEDGWICK,  T.  M.  The  St.  Lawrence  Seaway  Project. 
Buffalo.  Niagara  Frontier  Planning  Board.  1940. 

Since  1909  there  have  been  those,  both  in  Canada  and  the  U.S.A.,  who  hove 
been  developing  arguments  for  and  against  the  construction  of  the  Great  Lakes-St. 
Lawrence  Seaway  and  Power  Project.  This  report,  which  claims  to  be  "most  scientific" 
is  decidedly  opposed  to  the  project.  It  should  be  compared  with  those  eulogizing  the 
undertaking. 

THOMPSON,  N.  AND  EDGAR,  MAJOR  J.  H.  Canadian  Railway  Development, 
From  the  Earliest  Times.  Toronto,  MacMillan.  1933.  Illustrations.  402  pp.  $4.00. 
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The  importance  of  transportation  to  constitutional  development,  particularly  in 
Canada,  is  stressed.  The  information  is  extensive  and  interesting  and  would  appeal 
to  the  exceptional  high  school  student. 

THOMSON,  L.  R.  The  Canadian  Railway  Problem.  Toronto,  The  Macmillan 
Company.  1938.  1,080  pp. 

This  is  a mighty  tome  dealing  with  "some  economic  aspects  of  Canadian  trans- 
portation" and  offering  a solution  for  the  railway  problem.  It  is  criticized  in  the 
Canadian  Historical  Review  (September,  1939)  as  being  too  long  and  repetitious. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  very  well  indexed  and  documented  with  numerous  tabulations,  and 
these  should  be  useful  for  reference  purposes  if  accessible  at  some  library. 

WALLACE,  F.  W.  Canadian  Ports  and  Shipping  Directory.  Gardenvale,  P.Q., 
National  Business  Publications.

Contains  detailed  information  about  the  ports  of  Canada,  ranging  from  small 
villages  to  the  metropolis  of  Montreal.

An  authoritative  account  of  the  importance  of  the  St.  Lawrence  river  system  well 
illustrated  with  graphs  and  tables.  Suitable  for  library  or  teachers  interested  in 
related  fields.

This  is  an  illuminating  study  of  Federal  and  provincial  investigations 
into  provincial  grievances.  There  is  also  a section  on  conditional  subsidies  which  are 
considered  superior  to  the  unconditional  subsidies.

Discusses  the  growth  of  the  Central  Bank  idea,  appointment  of  a Royal  Com- 
mission 1933,  passing  of  "an  act  to  incorporate  the  Bank  of  Canada,  June  28,  1934, 
and  establishment  of  the  Bank  the  following  year".  Portrays  the  financial  structure 
of  Canada.

A study  of  how  Canada  failed  to  assume  the  military  obligations  commensurate 
with  and  growing  out  of  her  growth  in  self-responsible  government.

Crit- 
icisms of  the  policy  represent  the  opinion  of  the  author  but  are  similar  to  the  view 
of  organized  labour.

Contains  chapters  on  minimum  age,  hours  of  work,  wage  regulations,  trade 
union,  factory  inspection,  employment  service,  arbitration,  conciliation,  apprenticeship, 
technical  education  and  workmen's  compensation  legislation.

England  ; Sam  Slick's  Wise  Saws  and  Modern  Instances;  Nature  and  Human  Nature;

A gripping  novel  of  a man  who  is  torn  between  love  for  family  and  desire  to 
spend  all  his  time  searching  after  truth.

This  history  of  the  R.C.M.P.  relates'  many  daring  exploits  v/hich  have  made 
the  redcoats  famous.

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A story  of  the  early  days  in  the  St.  Lawrence  valley  depicting  adventure,  rough 
justice,  ingenuity  and  expansion.
